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MEASLES HITS 

SCHOOL PUPILS 


Parents ‘must give children MMR’ 


PUPILS and teachers have 
been given emergency vacci¬ 
nations after an outbreak of 
measles at a primary school. 

Kent Health Protection Unit (HPU) 
said there had been one confirmed 
case of the disease and 18 suspected 
cases among children at Eastchurch 
Primary School in Sheerness. 

A team of HPU and NHS staff on 
Friday rushed to offer the combined 
measles, mumps and rubella (MMR) 
vaccine to those at the school who had 
not been immunised. 

It comes only weeks after a measles 
outbreak at Cranbrook School, which 
saw four pupils struck down by the 
potentially fatal illness, and a further 
87 staff and students given MMR jabs. 

The Health Protection Agency 
revealed last week that nationally 
there had been 1,348 cases of measles 
last year compared to 990 in 2007. 

In 2008 in Kent there were 22 con¬ 
firmed cases of measles, an increase 
on the previous year when there were 
just seven cases. 

In 1998, which was the year Dr 
Andrew Wakefield published his 
research in the Lancet claiming a link 
between the MMR vaccine and 
autism, there were only 56 cases.

Eastchurch headteacher Pauline 
Shipley spoke about uptake of the vac¬ 
cine at the school: “I think it is difficult 
to say. We had between 40 to 50 pupils 
take up the jab today (Friday) and all 
the ones who are suspected of having 
measles did not have it. 

“But then a lot of parents said they 
had given their children the MMR. It 
is just unfortunate it spread.” 

Dr Mathi Chandrakumar, director 
of the Kent HPU, said: “Basically fol¬ 
lowing the MMR controversy, some 
mothers got scared and did not give 
their children the MMR vaccine. 

Scared 

“It is perhaps understandable moth¬ 
ers were scared, but all the evidence 
clearly shows MMR has no links with 
autism. In fact the person responsible 
[for insinuating a link] is now in front 
of the General Medical Council 
because there are a lot of issues.” 

He said parents should not be wor¬ 
ried about the safety of the jab. 

Measles is highly infectious and 
spread by a virus and produces the 
well-known blotchy rash. 

Dr Chandrakumar said: “It is very, 


very important mothers and people 
who have not had the MMR get the 
jab. Measles can be fatal... it can cause 
deafness and brain damage, therefore 
it is important to get the jab.” 

Before the ‘MMR controversy’, 
measles had practically been wiped 
out across the UK but last year two 
teenagers died from the disease and 
cases have shot up. 

Take up nationally is 77.9 per cent, 
but to protect the whole population 
through Kerd immunity’ 95 per cent 
of children need to be immunised. 

Asked whether older children and 
teenagers who had missed out on the 
vaccine when they were younger 
should have it now, Dr Chandra¬ 
kumar added: “Oh yes, absolutely. 
They can have the vaccination at any 
age. If you get measles when you are 
older the complications are worse.” 

Health trusts in Kent have been 
running immunisation campaigns to 
encourage more parents to take up 
the MMR vaccine. 

Dr Alison Barnett, the director of 
public health at NHS Medway, said: 
‘We have been doing a catch-up cam¬ 
paign for MMR via our GPs and the 
number of people having their chil¬ 
dren vaccinated has gone up. 

“The important thing is to ensure 
people have children vaccinated.”

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Maternity milli ons 
were not ‘ring-fenced’ 
for pregnant women

AFTER the scandal over pregnant 
women being turned away from 
hospitals, Kent on Sunday can 
reveal extra Government funding 
for maternity services was not put 
aside solely for mums-to-be by 
health bosses in west Kent. 

In January last year Health Secretary Alan 
Johnson announced that primary care trusts 
(PCTs) would be given an extra £330 million 
to spend on maternity over three years, which 
followed a critical review of the services by 
the health watchdog. 

KoS asked Kent PCTs what they had spent 
the funding on, and a spokesman for NHS 
West Kent said: “NHS West Kent receives an 
allocation which is used to fund all services 
including maternity. There is no ring-fenced 
amount for maternity; funding is allocated by 
local priority setting. We have carried out an 
assessment of local needs for maternity serv¬ 
ices and from this have set out our priorities.” 

The PCT is now “assessing the current use 
of resources and evaluating gaps in services”, 
he said. 

Closures of maternity units have increased, 
the Conservative Party said this week, based 
on figures they received from Freedom of 
Information requests. 

In west Kent, Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust had temporarily closed its

maternity units 97 times last year. 

Gillian Duffey, head of midwifery services 
for the trust, said the figures needed to be put 
in context and that the trust diverted few 
women between its units. 

“Most diverts are in place for a few hours, 
they can be longer, but on most occasions no 
women are actually diverted during that 
time,” she said. 

Initiative 

“We diverted nine women during the 30 
occasions this happened at Pembury last 
year. Although we don’t have specific figures 
to hand for Maidstone, the view is it was 
equally low.” 

The trust has maternity units at Maidstone 
and Pembury hospitals, which will be com¬ 
bined into a ‘massive’ department at the new 
Pembury Hospital being built under a private 
finance initiative and set to open in 2011. 

Mrs Duffey said the move would help 
resolve the need for pregnant women to be 
turned away, while at the same time a 


midwifery-led birthing unit is being created 
at Maidstone ahead of the move. She said the 
trust was currently recruiting for 10 midwife 
vacancies at its two maternity sites. 

Asked how it was spending the extra mater¬ 
nity funding, a spokesman for NHS Eastern 
and Coastal Kent said the PCT was expand¬ 
ing its midwifery workforces to further 
improve both antenatal and post-natal care. 

Parent education was given as one exam¬ 
ple. He said the PCT was also increasing 
the facilities it provides in conjunction with 
children’s centres and the Government’s Sure 
Start scheme. 

The PCT said it was in the process of con¬ 
sulting to produce a five to 10-year strategy 
for maternity services, which it said would be 
focused on bringing services closer to home, 
giving more choice and increases access. 

The Tories’ Freedom of Information request 
showed East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust “fre¬ 
quently had to divert women between sites 
last year” and that Canterbury had changed 
from a consultant-led maternity unit to a 
midwife-led service in 2004. 

A trust spokesman said many women pre¬ 
ferred giving birth in a midwife-led unit 
because it was like a ‘home from home’ and 
were planning to open two more in response 
to demand, which will take pressure off con¬ 
sultant-led services. 

“As far as we are aware we have never 
turned anyone away,” he said. 

“If one site is experiencing a rush we divert 
them to another unit.”

IT worker possessed 20,000 child pom images 


A PAEDOPHILE who down¬ 
loaded more than 20,000 pictures 
and videos of child pornography 
has been jailed for four years. 

Former IT worker Peter Selley, 
44, from Folkestone, was arrested 
in March last year following an 
extensive investigation by Kent 
Police’s digital forensics unit. 

He later pleaded guilty to 10 
counts of distributing child pom, 
15 of making indecent images 


and five of possessing them, and 
was sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Judge David Griffiths-Jones 
told him: “These offences are of a 
sickening nature, which reflect 
how you glorified in the sexual 
abuse of children.” 

Child pom images are cate¬ 
gorised on a scale from one to 
five, with five being the most seri¬ 
ous depicting sadism or bestiality. 


The majority of the 152 videos 
found on Selley’s computer were 
of level four. 

Det Con James Traynor said: 
“Selley compiled and distributed 
a sickening collection of inde¬ 
cent images and movies of chil¬ 
dren suffering real abuse over a 
period of at least eight years. 

“Selley was believed to be of 
good character. This case high¬ 
lights that this type of offender 


can come from any social back¬ 
ground and is not restricted to a 
stereotypical criminal.” 

Upon his release from prison, 
Selley will be forced to sign the 
sex offenders’ register and will 
remain on licence for three years. 

He will also be made subject 
to a sex offences prevention 
order and will never be able to 
work with children under the 
age of 16.

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Police finally get guilty verdict for girl-in-suitease murder 


A HOMELESS man has been 
found guilty of murdering 
Tunbridge Wells schoolgirl Teny 
Edmonds before stuffing her 
body into a suitcase. 

Philip Bell, 22, is thought to 
have suffocated the 17-year-old 
while sexually assaulting her, 
and was convicted by a jury at 
Maidstone Crown Court on 
Friday 

It was the second time Bell 
had been tried for murder after 
the first case collapsed when 


jurors were unable to reach a 
verdict. He will be sentenced on 
Wednesday. 

Det Chief Insp Dave Withers 
said: “Our thoughts are with 
Terry’s family and friends as 
they have been through a very 
difficult ordeal. 

“Terry was a young, vibrant, 
popular woman with a life to 
look forward to. That life was 
tragically taken from her pre¬ 
maturely. 

“Bell murdered Terry, hid her 


body and tried to cover up his 
horrific crime. We were able, 
through a meticulous investiga¬ 
tion, painstaking research by the 
Forensic Science Service (FSS) 
and Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) to prove he was guilty.” 

Evidence 

Miss Edmonds was last seen 
leaving a train at Tunbridge 
Wells railway station, at about 
6.25pm on April 17, 2006. 

Police made numerous 


appeals for information about 
her whereabouts before finding 
her body in a suitcase near 
the Morrisons supermarket in 
Vale Avenue. 

Simon Ringrose, prosecuting, 
said: “This was a difficult and 
complicated case involving a 
large number of pieces of evi¬ 
dence. However, as the investi¬ 
gation advanced the evidence 
led to one man - Philip Bell. 

“By working closely together, 
the Crown Prosecution Service 


and police were able to present 
a compelling case to the jury.” 

Jo Millington, senior forensic 
scientist at the FSS’s homicide 
department, added: “In this 
case, we had to analyse an 
almost unprecedented range of 
different types of evidence. 

“The complex nature of the 
investigation demanded close 
collaboration with the police so 
we could share our intelligence 
as each new piece of the jigsaw 
came together.”

Manston to have 
more night-flying 

THANET councillors have voted for more 
night-flying at Manston’s Kent International 
Airport. 

Thursday’s decision allows so-called ‘shoul¬ 
der periods’ to be added to the agreement 
with the town hall, letting owner Infratil 
to expand its operating hours from 7am-11pm 
to 6am-11.30pm. 

It will mean 11 extra flights a week by 747- 
400 aircraft for a trial period of 18 months. 

A Thanet council spokeswoman said “only a 
portion of these” would be scheduled for the 
extended flying times. 

Infratil had asked for the extension after 
talks to bring “a major European airline”, 
rumoured to be British Airways World Cargo, 
to the airport. 

Economics expert 
gives free lecture 

BRITAIN must prepare to remould its econo¬ 
my in the wake of the recession, according to 
economics expert David Freud. 

He will be giving this year’s free Lord Mayor 
of Canterbury’s Lecture where he will expand 
on the effects of the high-speed rail link and 
give his opinion on the recession.

Rail operator Southeastern will introduce its 
140mph Class 395 trains from December 13, 
slashing journey times from Ashford 
International to St Pancras to just 37 minutes.

County is becoming a 
‘gastronomic heaven’ 

Guide extols virtues of our pubs and restaurants 


HIGH QUALITY farmers’ markets, independ¬ 
ent food shops, cheesemakers and fishmongers 
have led to a hub of acclaimed restaurants and 
pubs in Kent, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

A foodie phenomenon has recently been described by indus¬ 
try experts, which has seen the Garden of England compared 
to Ludlow - the Shropshire town that has become renowned 
for its gastronomic delights and a myriad of Michelin stars. 

Elizabeth Carter, the editor of the Good Food Guide, said: “A 
rough triangle encompassing Canterbury, Whitstable and 
Faversham in east Kent has lured quality chefs, who appear 
to be drawn to the high quality Kentish meat, fish, vegetables 
and fruits. Is this east Kent triangle the new Ludlow? 

“Reporters to the Good Food Guide have identified a whole 
area, not a town, as the new gastronomic hot spot.” 

The Good Food Guide 2009, includes 
three new Kent entries including the 
rural Yew Tree Inn at Barfreston, near 
Dover, which won the pub newcomer of 
the year award for its top quality ingre¬ 
dients in the kitchen and great local real 
ales at the bar. 

Another newcomer to the ultimate 
good-eating guide was the Three 
Mariners at Oare near Faversham, which 
was described as “wonderfully laid back”. 

The restaurant proved a winner for 
sourcing most of its produce from local 
farm shops and serving fish from the 
only day boat working from the Oare 
creek, which is only 55 yards away. 

Smart restaurant-style cooking in a 
casual setting was the draw for review¬ 
ers who ate at the Dove in Dargate, near 
Faversham. 

The guide is published by Which?, the 
consumer watchdog, and it contains 
more than 1,000 reviews. 

Craig Mather, the head chef at the Yew 
Tree Inn, said: “We are so out of the way, 
but we are really building up a name for 
ourselves because of using all of the local 
produce.” 

Phillip MacGregor, the chef and propri¬ 
etor of the Dove, worked in London and 
in France before settling in Kent. 

He said: ‘You are in a perfect situation 
with the amount of farmland and the 
incredible amount of local produce, 
everything is very accessible.” 

Jonathan Neame, the chief executive 
of the Faversham-based brewery 
Shepherd Neame, said he was delighted 
with five of the company’s pubs making 
it into the guide. 

“Great competition breeds excellence,” 
he said. ‘We have a number of good pubs 
in the guide and clearly we want more. 

Other potential chefs can see how suc¬ 
cessful these places are so success breeds 
success.”

A ROW over the use of foreign 
labour at a Kent power station is 
threatening to spill over into the 
courtroom. 

The Unite union is taking legal advice after 
allegations that two firms helping to build a 
new gas-fired plant on the Isle of Grain are 
underpaying their Polish employees and 
refusing to allow Britons to apply for jobs. 

The sub-contractors in question - Remak 
and ZRE Katowice - will now undergo ‘foren¬ 
sic audits’ before any further action is taken. 

Unite regional officer Neil Willoughby said: 
“Polish workers have joined us because they 
feel they are being exploited and being paid 
considerably less than British workers. 

‘We also have a situation where British sub¬ 
contractors are being fair and reasonable by 
employing foreign workers, whereas we 
believe the Polish firms are not. 

We had a meeting on Thursday when all 
parties agreed there should be an internal 
audit to ensure they are paying to the nation¬ 
al agreement.” 

French multinational Alstom is co-ordinating 
the project on behalf of German energy giant 
E.ON and has come under fire from Unite in

recent months. The union is angry the firm did 
not include a clause in its tendering contract 
that any subcontractor should seek to employ 
British workers. About 100 unemployed 
tradesmen took part in a ‘British jobs for 
British workers’ protest outside the power sta¬ 
tion on Wednesday and Mr Willoughby con¬ 
firmed more were in the pipeline. 

He said: We were pleased with the turnout 
but the important thing was that they had an 
opportunity to demonstrate. It’s about people 
wanting to work. A lot of them are struggling 
and it’s frustrating when they’re not given the 
same opportunities as people from abroad. 


We’ve made very little progress on this. 
Alstom advertised at Chatham job centre for 
skilled workmen, but despite nearly 500 peo¬ 
ple applying, not one has been interviewed. 

“They keep telling us they are working to 
give everyone an equal opportunity but 
absolutely nothing has been done and we’re 
extremely disappointed.” 

Mr Willoughby will meet representatives 
from Alstom again early next month, by 
which time the forensic audits on Remak and 
ZRE Katowice are expected to be complete. 

An Alstom official said: “Alstom is a member 
of the Engineering Construction Industry 
Association (ECIA) and is signed up to its 
National Agreement for the Engineering 
Construction Industry (NAECI). This ensures 
correct pay and conditions for workers, 
regardless of nationality. 

“All sub-contractors are fully aware of their 
obligations to ensure the terms of NAECI 
apply to work on our sites. We do not tolerate 
non-compliance with this agreement. 

“In accordance with NAECI, all workers 
covered by this agreement are paid the same 
rate for the same work. 

“Rates of pay are monitored and independ¬ 
ently audited and regularly reported to the 
Grain site’s Project Joint Council, which com¬ 
prises representatives of the GMB and Unite 
unions, sub-contractors and Alstom.” 
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Body found in river 

POLICE have confirmed a body recovered 
from the River Medway was 18-year-old Sonny 
Singh Pataria, 18, from the Woodlands Road 
area of Gillingham. 

His body was seen in the river near Gun 
Wharf, Chatham, shortly after 9.30am on 
Wednesday. The death is not being treated as 
suspicious and a post-mortem examination 
will be conducted next week.

KENT detectives investigating a spate of 
thefts of luxury cars have released CCTV 
images of a three men stealing an Aston 
Martin. 

The DB9 was taken from Broxbourne 
Road, Orpington, at about 5.30pm on 
Monday. Officers say the raid could be linked 
to two similar thefts on the same evening. It 
is thought the cars were being stolen to order. 

Det Insp Jane Corrigan said: “Burglary is a 
real violation of a person’s home and privacy. 
Most items can be replaced, but the sense of 
security lost is a different matter. 

“The victim in this case had CCTV and a 
tracker on the vehicle. This assisted in the 
speedy recovery of the car and also captured 
the suspects on film, brazenly breaking into 
a home. Now we need help in identifying 
them.” 

The thieves broke into the house by smash¬ 


ing the patio doors. They then took the car 
keys and other property before driving away 
in the DB9. Footage shows the three in the 
back garden before they got into the car. The 
Aston Martin was later recovered in nearby 
Petts Wood. 

One suspect is a white male, aged about 18, 
and 5ft 5in. He wore light grey tracksuit bot¬ 
toms, white trainers, a waterproof jacket 
with light stripes at the front and a baseball 
cap, possibly red. 

The second man is slightly taller and wore 
grey tracksuit bottoms, white trainers and a 
dark waterproof jacket with a white stripe 
across the chest. 

The third man was wearing similar clothes 
but with a grey hood.

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Cleaners could abseil down the white horse landmark made of ‘spun concrete’ 


A thoroughbred winner

SECRET staircases leading 
cleaners to 50ft-high abseil 
hatches could be the answer to 
maintenance issues surrounding 
Kent’s giant white horse. 

The idea is one of several being considered 
by engineers working with Turner Prize¬ 
winning artist Mark Wallinger, who this 
week beat off competition from a shortlist of 
talents to win the multi-million pound 
Ebbsfleet Landmark Project commission. 

Speaking exclusively to Kent on Sunday, 
Mr Wallinger revealed the horse could also 
be built using new ‘concrete spinning 5 tech¬ 
niques to increase the structure’s strength. 

He said: “There have been great advances 
in concrete technology in recent years, 
which makes the material a lot stronger 
than it was before. 

“My study team has come up with sever¬ 
al different ideas as to what we could do, 
including putting some sort of steps into the 
horse’s legs and having little abseil hatches 
for the cleaners to hang out of. 

“But the planning process will probably 
take about a year, so we’ll be able to work 
out the details along the way.” 

Attractive 

The £2 million white horse, which is being 
privately funded by Eurostar, Land 
Securities and London and Continental 
Railways, will stand prominently at 
Springhead Park and overlook Ebbsfleet 
Valley and Ebbsfleet International Station. 

It was announced as the winning 
design on Tuesday, just hours 
before the real horse it was 
modelled on - Riviera Red - won in 
the 2.40pm flat race at Lingfield. 

Mr Wallinger said: “It was a 
bizarrely amazing day because I 
own an eighth of the horse and it 
had only ever won one race before. 

So it was a unique double for me. 

“He may not be the fastest horse, 
but he’s very good to look at and we 
needed an attractive thoroughbred 
to be able to model the design on and 
take pictures of from every angle.”

One man and his love of horses 



ART and horses have always 
played a large part in the life of 
Turner Prize-winning talent 
Mark Wallinger. 

Born in Chigwell, Essex, in 
1959, he studied at the Chelsea 
School of Art and at the 
University of London’s 
Goldsmiths college, where he 
also later taught. 

His love of horses first 
became evident in a series of 
life-size portraits of the animals 
- entitled Race Class Sex - 


which were soon followed by 
a unique idea that earned Mr 
Wallinger his first Turner Prize 
nomination in 1995. 

A Real Work of Art was a 
racehorse he bought with the 
idea that its image would be 
shown on bookmakers’ televi¬ 
sion screens throughout the 
country. However, the horse 
was injured and only competed 
in one race. 

Mr Wallinger is also known for 
his sculpture of Christ - entitled 


Ecce Homo - which was the 
first to occupy Trafalgar 
Square’s empty plinth in 1999. 

The Turner Prize was 
awarded to him in 2007 for 
his recreation of anti-war 
campaigner Brian Haw’s 
continued protest outside the 
Houses of Parliament. 

Mr Wallinger painstakingly 
recreated a 40m display of 
donations from the public that 
police had previously confiscat¬ 
ed from Mr Haw’s camp. 


Mr Wallinger’s design was origi¬ 
nally criticised by Kent County 
Council, which wanted the animal 
to be “prancing” like the Invicta 
symbol in the authority’s crest. 

However, deputy leader Cllr Alex 
King welcomed the judges’ decision 
despite them ignoring the council’s 
protests. 

He said: “This is the best option of 
the ones that were available. It 
may not be prancing, but at least it’s 
a horse and it’s white. 

“It looks a lot more like Invicta 


than a pile of bricks does.” 

Cllr King’s comments referred to 
one of the designs beaten by Mr 
Wallinger’s horse, which was Richard 
Deacon’s stack of differently shaped 
polyhedrons based on a cairn. 

The other losing design was for a 
tower of stacked cubes with a laser 
beam shooting from it into the sky, 
created by French conceptual artist 
Daniel Buren. 

Gravesham council leader Cllr 
Mike Snelling said he was pleased 
the judges sided with public opinion. 


He explained: ‘We all had our own 
opinions on what design was best, 
and when we consulted with the 
public they generally chose the 
horse. I’m delighted the selection 
panel kept faith with public opinion. 

“Whether people like the horse or 
not, the amount of coverage it has 
received worldwide is exactly what 
we were hoping for. It’s already put 
Ebbsfleet on the map.”

Retail therapy keep s 
bi g centres buzzing 


SHOPPERS are still flock¬ 
ing to Kent’s big retail cen¬ 
tres despite the recession 
forcing everyone to be 
more cautious with their 
spending. 

Footfall remains strong at popular 
destinations such as Bluewater and 
Canterbury, suggesting people are 
using retail therapy to help lighten 
the economic gloom. 

But sales are down on previous 
years, indicating that many people 
still enjoy window shopping even as 
they tighten the purse strings. 

Lloyd Wright, manager of 
Fremlin Walk in Maidstone, said: 
“It’s natural for people to see what 
is available, even if they feel they 
can’t afford it. It’s retail therapy. 

“Spending is reasonably good, 
which doesn’t reflect what we were 
expecting, although it’s still down 
on last year because some shops 
still have sales on. 

“January and February are nor¬ 
mally quiet months because people 
spend all their money at Christmas. 
Hopefully things will start to pick 
up in March.” 

The Pentagon in Chatham report¬ 
ed a seven per cent increase in cus¬ 
tomer footfall for the last week of

January and about a 2.6 per cent 
increase overall for the month, but 
staff were at a loss to explain why. 

Marketing manager Melanie 
Beck said: ‘We’ve no idea why more 
people came here. We all sat there 
wondering what was going on. 

“It was certainly unexpected 
because all you hear about is doom 
and gloom, although I can’t say 
there has been a similar pattern 
with sales. The shopper is definitely 
more value-conscious now.” 

Bluewater recorded a two per cent 
increase in footfall for January as 
well as a 2.6 per cent increase in 
sales, with bosses confident the fig¬ 
ures will continue to rise.

“The feedback from our retailers 
was that they have been pleasantly 
surprised with how well sales held 
up during January, especially given 
the grim picture painted in the 
national media. 

“This has been supported by my 
discussions with store managers. 

“Retailers are always looking at 
how well they have done compared 
with the same period the previous 
year, and how well they have done 
against other outlets in the region. 

“The evidence is that those at 
Westwood Cross have generally 
been doing very well.”

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‘KCC child protection is sound’ 


A REVIEW of child protection 
services after the Baby P tragedy 
has concluded there is “sound pro¬ 
fessional practice” to prevent such 
a scandal occurring in Kent. 

The first of three reports into the county 
council’s children’s social services department 
says there are appropriate child protection 
plans in place to avoid a repeat of the prob¬ 
lems experienced in Haringey, and that there 
is no evidence of dangerous practice. 

However, it also raises concerns about staff 
vacancies as well as the heavy workloads 
experienced by some workers and the impact 
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it could have on their ability to do their jobs. 

The review, which was discussed by mem¬ 
bers of KCC’s Children’s Champions Board 
on Thursday, was headed by chief executive 
Peter Gilroy. 

He wrote in the report: “On the strength of 
the evidence seen so far, notwithstanding 
the concerns identified over vacancies and 
caseloads, there is a bedrock of sound pro¬ 
fessional practice and supervision and a 
clear sense of priority for protection in 
terms of the work undertaken to safeguard 
vulnerable children by Kent’s children’s 
social services.” 

Seventeen-month-old Baby P died after 
sustained abuse at the hands of his mother, 
her boyfriend and their lodger in Haringey, 
north London, in August, 2007. 

Cllr Leyland Ridings, cabinet member for 
children and families, said the review of 


child social services showed there were still 
many social workers doing a good job. 

He said: “There has been a witch-hunt all 
over the country and it’s a difficult environ¬ 
ment social workers now have 
to work in. 

“Every time there is a scan¬ 
dal scorn pours onto these peo¬ 
ple, so it’s good to see they are 
doing a sound job in Kent. 

“That’s not to say we are 
doing everything right and 
there is no room for complacen¬ 
cy. What happened in 
Haringey could happen any¬ 
where if you take your eye off 
the ball.” 

Cllr Ridings said KCC had 
proposed injecting an addition¬ 
al £1.5 million into children’s 
social services for the next financial year. 

The report makes seven recommendations 
as to how the department can be improved, 
including staff keeping larger samples of 


case files and making better use of their 
time by sharing some responsibilities. 

It also recommends employing a senior 
consultant practitioner who would report 
directly to the chief executive, as 
well as several area consultant 
practitioners whose responsibili¬ 
ties would include strengthen¬ 
ing training links with Kent’s 
universities. 

Kent Labour leader Cllr Mike 
Eddy welcomed the positive find¬ 
ings of the report but said he was 
concerned staff had voiced wor¬ 
ries about large caseloads. 

He said: “They have all these 
records and spend so much time 
making them, but some of that 
stuff ends up in court and if you 
turn up without it, all sorts of 
things can go wrong. You could end up with 
children who should be in care staying with 
abusive parents and children with good par¬ 
ents being taken away from them.”

Labour questions Thomason role 


KENT Labour leader Mike Eddy has criti¬ 
cised the appointment of a former county 
council employee to assist with the authori¬ 
ty’s child protection review. 

Peter Thomason helped chief executive 
Peter Gilroy compile the report into the chil¬ 
dren’s social services department, but Cllr 
Eddy felt it was an unwise choice. 

He said: “They were supposed to bring in 
somebody from outside, but he worked at 


KCC until 2007. Some of the child protection 
cases would have started while he still 
worked here. We were also against the chief 
executive being involved because he used to 
be in charge of children’s services. 

“If you want a review that is crystal clear, 
get someone who has never been involved 
with Kent, or from a separate department. 

“There’s nothing to suggest they have done 
anything wrong, but it raises questions.” 


Cllr Leyland Ridings, cabinet member for 
children and families, could see no reason 
why Mr Thomason should not have been 
involved with the review. 

Cllr Ridings said: “He left more than two 
years ago and I am not unhappy with his 
appointment. 

“Speed was of the essence after the Baby P 
case and it was a question of getting the 
team together as quickly as possible.”

Princess Anne was attending as patron of 
the Royal College of Occupational Therapists. 

Occupational therapy helps people to 
recover from ill health by identifying their 
needs and using activities to help them 
regain confidence and recover their physical 
and mental abilities. 

The College of Occupational Therapists 
describes it as enabling people to achieve 


health, well-being and life satisfaction 
through participation in occupation or giving 
people “skills for the job of living”. 

During her visit, the Princess Royal met 
practitioners and academics in the profes¬ 
sion and people who have benefited from 
treatment. She also listened to the opening 
address and speeches made by delegates. 

The all-day conference involved talks by 
officials from the Department of Health, 
leading academics and workshops to gather 
experiences from the trust’s therapists to 
help improve future services and promote 
the benefits of occupational therapy.

On Monday kentnews.co.uk, our 
website, revealed Kent Police are 
asking children to write an essay as 
part of a month-long celebration of 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der history. The story was immedi¬ 
ately picked up by national and 
international newspapers and web¬ 
sites and appeared around the world. 

Maidstone Tory MP Ann Widde- 
combe said: “I would have thought 
the police had other things to worry 
about, like catching burglars.” 

The county force, recognised as one 
of “the most gay fiiendly employers 
in Britain”, is running a series of 
events throughout February. 

Events include exhibitions, a quiz,

DCC Leppard said: ‘We are encour¬ 
aged by the fact the most recent sta¬ 
tistics show in February 2008 to 
January 2009, compared to the same 
period the previous year, Kent has 
seen a reduction of five per cent in 
hate crime.

FARMERS could face financial 
ruin if an EU ruling forcing them 
to electronically tag every sheep in 
Europe goes ahead as planned. 

The regulations, due to be introduced in 


January next year, are designed to track all 
individual sheep in the wake of the foot and 
mouth epidemic of 2001. But British farmers 
say they will not be able to afford the technol¬ 
ogy and may take to the streets in protest if 
the EU does not back down. 

Kevin Attwood, Kent chairman of the 
National Farmers’ Union, said the legislation 
was a serious issue for many of his peers. 

He added: ‘We are dead against it for sev¬ 
eral reasons - mainly the cost of the 
implants and the machine that reads them. 
But at the end of the day, how will anybody 
actually benefit from it? 

“Some farmers have been asking them¬ 
selves serious questions because their 
returns have been pretty minimal and this 
new ruling could be the final straw.” 

The average profit for a sheep farmer is 
just £6,000 per year, which is as about as 
much as a tag reader is expected to cost. 

Farmers argue British sheep are already 
identified by numbers and batch movements 
recorded. That, in addition to restrictions on 
movement during disease outbreaks, is suffi¬ 
cient to combat further epidemics, they say. 

Alan West, secretary of the Romney Sheep 
Breeders’ Society, said he would not be sur¬ 
prised if farmers protested about the plans. 

Most UK sheep farmers have been against 
the plans since they were first made public, 
and they have now received backing from 
organisations in Spain, Germany, Italy, the 
Netherlands and Sweden. 

South West England MEP Neil Parish, who 
is chairman of the European Parliament’s

agriculture committee, has tabled a resolu¬ 
tion calling for individual sheep identifica¬ 
tion to be voluntary. 

Frank Languish, who owns thousands of 
sheep grazing on Romney Marsh, said he 
welcomed the new technology but felt the EU 
could handle the situation differently. 

Mr Languish, who is also chairman of the 
British Wool Marketing Board, said: “If we 
are going to be forced into it then we want to 
see some benefits. There are a lot of issues 
that haven’t been entirely thought through.” 

South East MEP Richard Ashworth, who 
lives in Folkestone and comes from a family 
of farmers, said he shared farmers’ views. 

He said: “This is new generation technolo¬ 
gy that works extraordinarily well in the lab¬ 
oratory but is not going to be 100 per cent 
accurate on a wet Romney Marsh in January. 
Anything less than 100 per cent is corrupt.”

Project offers historical snapshot of town:

A DAZZLING collection of 
more than 4,000 images will 
help document the ever- 
changing face of Medway. 

Set up by photographer Alex 
Roscow of Mosh Productions, the 
Medway Project seeks to keep a 
record of both popular and rarely 
visited locations before widespread 
development alters the landscape 
forever. 

The completed collection will go 
on display at various art exhibi¬ 
tions, while there are also plans to 
release individual prints and a book 
for people to buy 

Mr Roscow said the initial idea 
was to simply take thousands of pic¬ 
tures from around Medway, while 
the regeneration angle came later. 

He explained: “Just across the road 
from where I used to live in 
Rochester, a housing development 
was built on top of an orchard. 

“I used to play there with my 
friends when I was younger, but I 
soon realised nobody had any pic¬ 
tures of it. 

“Now that it’s gone, nobody will 
ever be able to see what it used to 
look like. It would be quite sad if 
that happened to all these other 
areas that are going to be developed. 

“The idea to gather this archive 
was secondary to the original 
plan of creating a montage of

different areas in Medway. 

“We’ve thrown lots of different 
ideas around, such as letting the 
images flow from one side to the 
other in different categories. 

“So you could have all the rural 
pictures together, all the suburban 
pictures together and so on.” 

A website - www.medway 
project.co.uk - has been set up to doc¬ 
ument the progress made by Mr 
Roscow and the other photographers 
working with him. 

So far they have taken almost 
1,400 pictures around the towns, 
leaving them about 2,600 short of 
their target. 

The website also invites people to 
leave comments about the project, 
as well as suggest ‘hidden gem’ loca¬ 
tions the photographers may not be 
aware of. 

Mr Roscow said: “All the main 
tourist attractions have been taken 
care of, and we are now looking for 



interesting spots to photograph 
within the Medway Towns. 

“Things you may not notice unless 
you know they are there. 

“For example, there is a footpath 
in Gillingham that leads to a little 
church. 

“That footpath is the only way you 
can get there, so a lot of people have 
probably never seen it before. 

“It’s even been interesting study¬ 
ing areas we thought we knew well, 
as even in those sorts of places there 
are things we never noticed before.”

Police force through 
five per cent tax hike 

Extra cash for bobbies on the beat 


Power cuts prompt calls for action 


GRAVESHAM Borough Council 
has demanded urgent action to 
resolve the power cuts which have 
disrupted Gravesend traders. 

Council leader Mike Snelling 
has written to EDF Energy call¬ 


ing for a meeting to explain the 
problem. After a blackout in 
December, the council was 
assured it was a “one-off”. But 
since then there have been a 
number of further cuts. 



LD Lines 
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THE part of your council 
tax bill used to pay for the 
police will be increased by 
nearly five per cent. 

Officers say the funds will be 
invested directly in an extra eight 
neighbourhood task teams. 

Members of Kent Police Authority 
(KPA) voted for the rise, which will 
mean a 12p a week increase for the 
average band D household, at a 
meeting on Wednesday. 

Ann Barnes, the authority’s chair, 
told KOS Media: “It is not easy to put 
taxes up by even a small amount, 
especially in this economic climate 
but we think it is a small price to pay 
for the service.” 

With an increase of 4.99 per cent in 
police council tax, the force’s budget 
for 2009-10 was set at £277 million, 
£10m more than last year. Around 30 
per cent of this is from taxpayers, the 
rest comes from central government. 

Kent Council Council is planning 
an increase of 2.44 per cent to its 
share of the bill - increasing Band D 
bills to £1,026, while Medway council

Band D residents’ total bill is set to 
increase by £1 a week to £1,093.50. 

In the KCC area borough, district 
and parish councils will also add 
their own increases to bills. 

An additional eight teams will now 
join those in place to cover all 13 dis¬ 
tricts in Kent and Medway and there 
will be 48 more officers on the streets. 

However, one member of the KPA, 
Cllr Mark Reckless, believed the 
extra task teams could be provided 
without any increase in police tax. 

‘Slush fund’ 

The Conservative Prospective Parl¬ 
iamentary Candidate for Rochester 
and Strood said that while he wel¬ 
comed the addition of more task 
teams, he criticised KPA members 
for voting in favour of the rise. 

He said the force’s ‘insurance 
reserve’ was being treated as a ‘slush 
fund’ for money that was not needed. 


“When unemployment is going up 
and wages are being cut, we should 
share some of that with everyone else 
across Kent and not push through 
the biggest increase we can,” he said. 

Mark Gilmartin, the KPA’s chief 
executive, said the ‘general reserve’ 
was among the lowest of police 
authorities in the country: “When 
working in a 24/7 emergency services 
environment there is always the risk 
you will need to call on reserve funds 
to deal with a situation.” 

Mrs Barnes said that KPA, togeth¬ 
er with the police authorities in 
Essex and Sussex, had the lowest 
police council tax in the country. 

Chief Constable Mike Fuller 
added: “Each district will now have a 
team dedicated to specific areas to 
deal with longer-term issues. 

“We will have an extra 48 officers 
out on our streets and I’m confident 
they will make an impact. The addi¬ 
tional teams will bring a huge bene¬ 
fit operationally and will improve the 
quality of life of residents.”

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Freight depot 
appeal angers 
campaigners 

THOUSANDS of residents made their com¬ 
ments known on the revised proposal for Kent 
International Gateway development before 
the final deadline for public consultation. 

The first public consultation for the original 
application for Kent International Gateway 
(KIG), submitted in October, 2007, received 
about 2,440 responses. 

Members of the public were asked to com¬ 
ment again by letter or email on new informa¬ 
tion added to the proposal, by February 6. 

Maidstone council received a total of about 
3,500 responses, some of which will be from 
the same people who commented on the first 
consultation. 

The application for a road-rail freight depot 
incorporates plans to install buildings for ware¬ 
housing, distribution and offices, research, 
development and light industrial units at the 
site just off the M20 at Hollingboume. 

It was recently revealed at a public anti-KIG 
meeting that the applicant and its investor 
AXA has lodged an appeal for the application 
to go straight to a public inquiry. 

The developer wants to bypass Maidstone 
council as it claims the authority is taking too 
long to reach its planning decision. 

Council bosses are opposing the appeal to go 
straight to a public inquiry, arguing the delay 
was caused by the Highways Agency investi¬ 
gating the traffic implications of the proposals. 

A spokesman for the council said: “We have 
not heard anything more about the appeal - as 
far as we know it has not been validated.” 

The lodged appeal has angered members of 
the StopKIG campaign, who say the applicant 
is trying to stop the people of Maidstone hav¬ 
ing their say on the freight depot plan.

STUDENTS at a Kent university 
have been collecting disused text¬ 
books from secondary schools to 
send to pupils in Africa. 

The charity READ International, which 
was founded by Rob Wilson from Tunbridge 
Wells while he was studying at Nottingham 
University, is a student-led project with 17 
branches across the UK. 

Louise Phillips, communications leader for 
READ at the University of Kent, said the 
volunteers were about a third of the way to 
meeting their target of 22,000 text books by 
June, and had raised £2,500 of the £7,500 
needed to cover the costs of shipping the col¬ 
lection to Tanzania. 

The conservation student said: “Each book 
project covers a different region in Tanzania, 
ours is Mongoro. 

“They have got a very closely related syl¬ 
labus, the main problem is that they are 
aiming to increase the number of students 
but the Government does not have the pro¬ 
vision to satisfy the demand. Without our 
intervention by 2010 the ratio of textbooks 
to children will worsen from 1:5 to 1:15.” 

The students run regular book collections 
around secondary schools and Miss Phillips 
urged more schools to come forward and 
take part. 

Asked why she chose to get involved with 
the project, the 22-year-old said: “I was look¬ 
ing to do some volunteering and I thought 
this was ideal. It is so important, it’s 


addressing education and that is the best 
way to alleviate poverty. 

“It is cost effective and it is getting stu¬ 
dents to do it so there are low overheads. It 
works really well.” 

During Student Volunteering week, Feb¬ 
ruary 23 to March 2, volunteers are taking 
part in Britain’s Biggest Book Drive from 
which READ International aims to raise 
£17,000 across all its projects at different 
universities and collect 34,000 textbooks. 

Socially responsible company Better World 
Books is selling novels collected by READ 
and giving the charity half of the profits. 


Miss Phillips said collection boxes had 
already been set up around the university’s 
Canterbury campus for students to deposit 
their disused books, including university 
level text books that are not of use in 
Tanzania and novels. 

She added: “It is a system that improves 
access to education in Tanzania whilst pro¬ 
moting global citizenship, recycling, social 
enterprise and volunteering in the UK 
through the presentations that we give to 
donating schools.”

Shock therapy 
on the increase 


THE USE of a controversial psy¬ 
chiatric treatment that sends cur¬ 
rents of electricity through the 
brain is on the rise in Kent. 

Electroconvulsive therapy (ECT) is mainly 
used to treat patients with severe depression 
when they have not responded to other forms 
of treatment. 

Anti-psychiatry Scientology organisation 
the Citizens Commission on Human Rights 
(CCHR) claimed the use of the therapy in 
Kent and Medway has risen 68 per cent over 
the last five years. 

Kent and Medway NHS and Social Care 
Partnership Trust, which is responsible for 
mental health in the county, confirmed it had 
received a Freedom of Information request 
from the CCHR but said there had been only 
a “slight increase” in the use of ECT. 

Marie Dodd, the trust’s director of opera¬ 
tions, said: “The delivery of ECT is undertak¬ 
en in line with Nice [National Institute for 
Health and Clinical Excellence] guidelines. 

“It is used to gain fast and short-term 
improvement of severe symptoms after all 
other treatment options have failed, or when 
the situation is thought to be life-threaten¬ 
ing, including when people have stopped eat¬ 
ing or drinking as a result of depression. 

“We do not support people scaremongering 
about a nationally approved and safe treat¬ 
ment as this may potentially discourage peo¬ 
ple, who could benefit from this treatment, 
from accepting it as part of their care.” 

She said the decision to give ECT to a 
patient was made on a case-by-case basis 
and is delivered at one of the trust’s three 
centres in Dartford, Maidstone or Ashford. 

Research shows many patients find the 
treatment helpful but others can experience 
emotional and physical side-effects.

Paul Farmer, chief executive of the mental 
health charity Mind, said: “Mind has found 
people’s experiences of ECT vary enormous¬ 
ly. When we conducted a survey of people 
who have received ECT we found 84 per cent 
experienced side effects such as memory loss, 
difficultly concentrating, headaches and 
dizziness. Having said this, some do find it 
helpful in alleviating depression and others 
have credited it with saving their lives. 

“People should not be prevented from 
choosing this treatment, but anyone opting 
for ECT must always be fully informed.” 

The trust’s information leaflet for patients 
on ECT explains how the electricity is given 
under a general anaesthetic and with a mus¬ 
cle-relaxing drug so there is little movement 
of the body. While the patient is unconscious 
two electrodes are placed on the temples and 
produce a series of brief high-voltage elective 
pulses, about 60 to 70 a second, for three to 
five seconds, which causes a seizure or fit. 

As a treatment, ECT has existed since the 
30s and, although it is now given under Nice 
guidelines and is never given without anaes¬ 
thetic and muscle-relaxants in the UK or the 
US, it has picked up negative connotations. It 
features in Ken Kese/s novel One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo’s Nest, which later became a film, 
and more recently to similar effect in Clint 
Eastwood’s Changeling. 

There is no clear explanation for how ECT 
works but it is known to adjust the levels of 
brain chemicals involved in mood regulation, 
such as serotonin and noradrenaline, and to 
enhance the activity of dopamine.

Limits are limits - not targets 


Knowing the limit isn’t just about 
knowing the top speed that you 
can drive on any particular road, 
it’s about knowing the limit for 
the weather conditions and other 
factors around you that all have 
to be taken into account for 
safe driving. 

Driving a car at 7omph on a 
motorway may be fine on a sunny 
day, but it’s obviously not going 
to be appropriate on an icy winter 
morning. Driving at a safe speed 
means continually assessing the 
conditions around you and 
adjusting your speed accordingly, 
staying within the limits - not 
aiming to drive at the limit just 
because you’re allowed to. 

It’s also important to remember 
that the type of vehicle you drive 
could mean that you have a 
different speed restriction than 
a car. 


The Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership issued 
60,008 speeding tickets last year 
and many people ended up with 
a £6o fine and 3 points on their 
licence because they didn’t know 
the limit for their vehicle. 

Some drivers thought they were 
within the limit at 7omph but in 
fact should have been doing 6omph. 


The diagram shows the designated 
limits for each type of vehicle.

Head’s wife takes 
up pole position at 
school dance class

THE HEAD of a primary school is 
hiring out a hall to mums to prac¬ 
tice their pole-dancing skills. 

Nick Fiddaman is the head of Woodlands 
Primary School in Gillingham. 

He said the scheme is bringing in extra 
cash for the school and the poles are 
removed after the Monday evening sessions. 

A six-week course costs around £35 and 
even his wife Helen has completed it, but 
found it so taxing she did not carry on to 
complete the more advanced course. 

He said: “It is all for mums and members 
of the community. The children have no 
involvement with this. 

Too difficult 

“Pole dancing is one of many dance clubs we 
do and is very popular. It’s not for children. 

“We have put up about eight poles, and 
the women do a six-week course. I have 
never tried it, but my wife did for me. 
Physically it’s very, very, hard. 

“I can usually monitor most of the classes, 
but obviously I’m not allowed to watch this 
one so I asked my wife if she would do it. 

“She was relatively interested, so I asked 
her to join up and she did the six weeks. 

“It was very tastefully done and very 
hard. She didn’t go on to the intermedi¬ 
ate course because it was physically too 
difficult.” 

He said he brings in outside instructors 
to run the courses and the school takes a 
cut from their income for the supply of the 
room and other facilities. 


Mr Fiddaman said: “Members of my staff 
take the poles down before the children 
come in the next day. 

“The pole dancing is only run from 7-9pm 
on a Monday evening.” 

Asked if Mrs Fiddaman was now doing 
dancing at home for him, he said: “No. But 
can I point out the whole thing is based on 
fitness more than anything else.” 

And when it was pointed out pole dancing 
has other connotations, he said: “Yes and no. 
I know it does, but the way this is done is 
people are shown different moves and dif¬ 
ferent types of fitness training. 

“From our point of view it has been one of 
the more successful things because differ¬ 
ent people are coming in.” 

Asked to confirm there is nothing sexual 
about the classes, he said: “I can honestly 
say I can’t tell you because I don’t go in 
there. 

“It’s the ladies that do it - they come in 
their T-shirts and whatever, and it is run by 
a group of ladies for a group of ladies.” 

He said there have been no complaints. 

“These are normal people doing a normal 
activity in an evening.” 

The school was featured on a BBC Inside 
Out programme. 

A BBC spokesman said: “One of the ven¬ 
tures is pole dancing, which takes place in 
the school’s dance studio in the evenings. 
Such activities have helped fund things like 
their all-weather footie pitch. 

“And they have also encouraged parents 
into the school, with many of them becom¬ 
ing more involved with school life as a 
result.”

Tory backs Autism Bill 


A CONSERVATIVE MP has backed a bill 
that, if made law, will end the postcode lottery 
of autism services across the country. 

The Autism Bill is currently going through 
Parliament and will have its second reading 
on February 27, so far 11 MPs from all parties 
have co-sponsored the bill. 

“I am pleased to sponsor this very important 
bill,” Jacqui Lait, the MP for Beckenham, said. 

“I have long been concerned about the care 
of those with learning disabilities and mental 
health problems and have worked hard on 
this issue in Beckenham. 

“I hope this bill will succeed so that at least 
one issue for people with autism can be 
alleviated.” 

The National Autistic Society (NAS), along 
with 13 other autism charities, is backing the bill. 

Mark Lever, the charity’s chief executive, 
said: “We are delighted to have the support of 


Ms Lait and strongly urge other MPs to follow 
her lead. 

“The Autism Bill is a huge step forward in 
ensuring a brighter future for people with this 
serious, lifelong and disabling condition, but 
we urgently need support to make this law. 

‘Without the right help autism can have a 
profound and sometimes devastating effect 
and we will keep campaigning until we see 
real change at a local level.” 

A recent campaign by the NAS called I Exist 
revealed that many people with autism do not 
have the kind of support that would help them 
achieve their potential in adulthood. 

One in three adults with autism experience 
serious mental health problems as a result. 

Mr Lever added: “The Autism Bill aims to 
place a duty on local authorities to recognise 
and fulfil their responsibilities towards people 
with autism.”

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Police taser bid ‘success’ 


AN EXTRA 66 taser stun guns 
could soon be available to police 
officers working on the county’s 
streets, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Police say they will find out soon 
whether their bid for a share of £8 million of 
Home Office funding for the weapon has 
been successful. Assistant Chief Constable 
Steve Harris said: ‘We believe we will get 
what we have asked for in the near future. 

“However, there are only so many available 
for the entire country, so it depends how 
many forces bid for them. We bid for 66 
tasers. Our armed response teams use them 
already. This bid is for wider use, to extend 
taser deployment beyond firearms.” 

The weapons will be split between tactical 
teams at the force’s headquarters in 
Maidstone and other policing areas, the 
roads policing unit and the automatic num¬ 


ber plate recognition (ANPR) team. Asked in 
what situations officers will be using the 
weapons, which shoot barbed darts charged 
with 50,000 volts, he said: “Each deployment 
has to be made on a risk assessment. Tactical 
deals with pre-planned operations, such as 
where there might be violent offenders.” 

He said the other tasers would be available 
“spontaneously” as well as for planned opera¬ 
tions and could be used if there is a threat of 
violence from a weapon other than a firearm. 

Potentially lethal 

Chief Constable Mike Fuller told a meet¬ 
ing of the Kent Police Authority (KPA) in 
December he had applied for extra weapons 
after Home Secretary Jacqui Smith 
announced 10,000 tasers would be made 
available nationally. 

However, the Metropolitan Police 
Authority said it would not immediately 


take up the offer because it has the “potential 
to cause fear and damage public confidence”. 

ACC Harris said: We are proportionate in 
the way we are seeking to extend use. 

“Some forces applied for these for every 
operational officer. We have been selective 
and used risk assessment. It is for definite 
sections rather than general application.” 

He said tasers had been in use since 2005 
and there had been 30 operational uses and 
the weapons had been fired three times. 

Tasers are already widely used by police in 
North America. In December, a report by 
Amnesty International claimed 334 people 
in the USA had died in the last seven years 
after being stunned by a taser. Amnesty said 
its report showed the weapons were poten¬ 
tially lethal and open to abuse. ACC Harris 
said tasers were another tool to add to a kit 
- that includes body armour and a metal 
baton - that protects officers from injury. 

Asked if Kent criminals were becoming

more violent, he said: “Not really. We have 
incidents involving extremely violent people 
and we try to minimise injury to everyone. 

“Assaults on officers seem to be going down 
and if pointing a taser at an offender makes 
them compliant then no-one gets hurt and it 
does not even have to be fired.” 

After Mr Fuller spoke to KPA members on 
Wednesday, chairwoman Ann Barnes said: 
We are comfortable and reassured about the 
way he is going to deploy them.”

they awaited the decision. 

He said: “People who put their lives at risk 
for this country should be allowed to live and 
work here and receive equal rights. 

“Nine veterans have already died waiting 
for this decision, and the rest are suffering 
because the/ a not allowed to work. 

“It’s disgraceful, really shameful.” 

The Home Office says it is still considering 
its policy changes to ensure they will be fair 
for all Gurkhas.

On track to airport link 


A COUPLE say their young daughter is a 
walking miracle after surviving at the bottom 
of a swimming pool for 18 minutes. 

Doctors told them to expect the worst - and 
they were convinced little Oluchi Nwaubani 
from Bromley, now three, would never recover. 

But her parents Junior and Tayo never gave 
up hope - they knew their daughter would 
somehow pull through with the help of the life- 
support equipment. And she stunned medics 
by doing just that after starting to breathe on 
her own after just three days. 

Oluchi was given just a two per cent chance 
of surviving the horror last September, and 
even then would be left a vegetable unable to 
walk, talk or even move. But the icy waters in 
the pool are credited with helping to save her. 

The then two-year-old had been at a friend’s 
and wandered around the back of the house in 
Bromley, where she tumbled into a covered 
pool, but no-one knew she was there. 

The alarm was raised and eventually the 
distressing discovery made - but by that time, 
doctors said she had been unconscious under¬ 
water for 18 minutes, triple the time for the 
average person’s brain to survive without a 
vital supply of oxygen and double the time a 
heart can keep going. 

An air ambulance took her to the Royal 
London Hospital, but doctors couldn’t do much 
to raise hopes. She was moved to Great 
Ormond Street and Tayo said doctors wanted 
to turn off her life-support machine. They 
refused, and just three months later Oluchi 
has made an astonishing recovery. 

Tayo, 40, said: “She really is a miracle girl.” 


A PROPOSED extension of the 
£15.9 billion Crossrail project 
could result in a direct link 
between Kent and Heathrow for 
the first time. 

Transport secretary Geoff Hoon has 
agreed to look into the possibility of includ¬ 
ing Ebbsfleet International and other north 
Kent stations in the scheme, and says he 
would like to visit the area to find out more. 

Current plans for the 74-mile network see 
it running from Maidenhead in Berkshire to 
Abbey Wood in London and Shenfield in 
Essex, with stops throughout the capital, 
including at Heathrow. 

But at the request of Dartford Labour MP 
Howard Stoate, Mr Hoon has given the 
clearest indication yet that north Kent resi-

dents may not miss out, as was first thought. 

Dr Stoate said he believed the economic 
and environmental case for extending 
Crossrail into the area was now “over¬ 
whelming”, adding: “In my view, the argu¬ 
ment in favour of extending Crossrail out to 
north Kent is very strong. 

“Not only would it enable residents to trav¬ 
el direct to Heathrow by rail for the first 
time, but it will also create a direct link 
between Heathrow and the international 
station at Ebbsfleet. I’m delighted therefore 
that the minister has agreed to look again at 
the viability of the scheme.” 

Dr Stoate met with Mr Hoon to discuss the 


matter late last month. In a follow-up letter, 
Mr Hoon wrote: “I acknowledge the case you 
make in favour of extending Crossrail out to 
Ebbsfleet so passengers in north Kent will 
have a direct rail link with Heathrow. I will 
talk to officials about the viability of this 
scheme and I would be pleased to visit 
Ebbsfleet with you in the near future to 
learn more about this extension.” 

Crossrail is the UK’s biggest transport 
project since the Channel Tunnel, and work 
is expected to begin next year with the first 
trains due to be running by 2017. 

Matt Clarke, chief executive of Kent 
International Airport at Manston, said: “Any 
improvement to Kent’s transport infrastruc¬ 
ture will benefit the future operation of 
Kent International Airport because easier 
access to and from the county increases our 
catchment area.”

A MOTHER who organises days 
out for disabled children and their 
families has won a national mum 
of the year award. 

Dorothy Higgins, 42, from Faversham, set 
up Family Activities for the Disabled in 
Swale (FADS) after her eight-year-old 
daughter Joanna was bom with spina bifida 
and DiGeorge syndrome, a rare genetic dis¬ 
order. 

Tesco Magazine has recognised Mrs 
Higgins’ dedication to the charity, which now 
supports 126 families, by naming her com¬ 
munity mum of the year. 

She said: “I’m quite sociable, so when 
Joanna was bom I was able to find out about 
the various benefits and facilities that were 
available to us quite easily. 

“But in terms of people offering advice and 
activities, Faversham wasn’t covered very 
well at all. When I spoke to other parents of 
disabled children in the area, a lot 
of them had never even heard of disability 
living allowance and I thought that 
was outrageous. People often need help fill¬ 
ing out forms and knowing what to do, so I 
thought if nobody else wants to do it I might 
as well do it myself.”

Mrs Higgins’ tireless efforts for FADS, 
which she set up with help from a friend and 
staff at Swale Carers Centre, include seeking 
grants and funding as well as organising 
lunch events, raffles and themed evenings to 
raise money. 

The cash raised by the charity has been 
spent on everything from barbecues and art 
workshops to outings to theme parks, the¬ 
atres and firework displays. 

In addition to her work with FADS, Mrs 
Higgins also finds time to chair her local res¬ 
idents’ group and serve on the board of the

Kent Association for Spina Bifida and 
Hydrocephalus. 

She said: “When FADS first started there 
were only about 23 families signed up, but 
now there are about 130 and that’s just 
through word of mouth. It’s really lovely to 
see how supportive everyone has been. 

“We’ve now managed to raise enough 
money to fund full and part-time care work¬ 
ers, so we can really get into the advisory 
side of things. We’re starting to advertise the 
posts so that’s really exciting.” 

Mrs Higgins is one of eight mums - includ¬ 
ing one as yet un-named celebrity - to be 
recognised by Tesco Magazine this year. 

The Prime Minister’s wife Sarah Brown 
and celebrity chef Gordon Ramsey’s wife 
Tana were on the judging panel for the 
awards, which will be held at the Waldorf 
Hilton hotel, London, on March 1. Mrs 
Higgins, who could also be named the overall 
mum of the year at the event, was nominat¬ 
ed by her 14-year-old son Alistair. 

She said: “Alistair takes his sister to 
Beavers every week and I nominated him for 
a young carers award, so I think he’s just get¬ 
ting his own back. It was a bit of a shock real¬ 
ly but it’s nice to be recognised.”

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Cash boost to volunteers about to restore final ill-fated fighter 


Warbird is 
Defiant to 
the last

A GRANT of £4,270 has been 
awarded to a group of volunteers 
who work to preserve and restore 
historic aircraft. 

The Medway Aircraft Preservation Society 
(MAPS) received the award, which is to be 
split over two years, from the Kent 
Community Foundation grassroots fund for its 
work at Rochester airport. 

MAPS chairman Malcolm Moulton said: 
“This comes at an opportune time and gives us 
much-needed help in meeting the rising costs 
of our operations. 

“As an all-volunteer, not-for-profit company, 
working on a very low budget, we can restore

rare aircraft which might not otherwise be 
available for public display. 

“Medway has an international reputation 
for excellence in this field and the grant is a 
real encouragement, especially in the cente¬ 


nary year of the UK’s aviation industry, which 
originated in north Kent.” 

MAPS restores vintage and wartime aircraft 
for both static display in museums and exhibi¬ 
tions and also to flying condition. 

Member Robin Brooks said the conservation 
centre was due to welcome a rare aircraft next 
month. The RAF Museum at Hendon is 
entrusting the centre with its World War Two 
Boulton Paul Defiant. 

Mr Brooks said: “It is an extremely rare air¬ 
craft. It is the only one surviving out of 1,800 
built. We are chuffed they have chosen us.” 

The Defiant brought a new, but fatally 
flawed, concept to two-seat, single-engine 
fighter aircraft - it had no forward-firing guns. 

Its firepower was concentrated in a rear gun 
turret and Mr Brooks said German fighter 
pilots soon worked this out and came at the 
Defiant head-on or from below, where it had no 


protection. “The aircraft is not in bad condition 
but it has sat around for the last 20-odd years 
so it needs a bit of TLC,” he said. “It was made 
in 1940 and served very little, which is shown 
in its very few flight hours.” 

Early daylight battles were successful 
because Luftwaffe pilots mistook Defiants for 
Hurricanes and attacked them from behind, 
only to meet a deadly hail of fire. 

But this was short-lived and so many were 
lost that Fighter Command withdrew 
Defiants from daytime operations. 

Mr Brooks said: “The money from the grass¬ 
roots fund shows they appreciate what we are 
doing for heritage purposes. It will be used to 
put Medway back on the map as a great avia¬ 
tion centre.”

Traffic calming team to hit roads 

Sp ecial officers to be sent to hot snots in bid to prevent gridlock

CONGESTION-busting traffic offi¬ 
cers will team up with the police to 
help solve problems on Kent’s roads. 

The county council scheme, which will cost 
about £70,000 to set up, will see specially- 
trained workers sent to deal with break¬ 
downs and other minor incidents. 

Maidstone will be the first area to benefit 


from the programme, with Canterbury 
expected to be the second before it is rolled 
out across the rest of the county. 

Cllr Keith Ferrin, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways, said the role of the traffic officers would 
be similar to the one performed by the 
Highways Agency on the county’s motorways. 

He said: “When an incident is causing con¬ 
siderable disruption, they will be able to go 
along and help sort it out. 

“For example, if a car was to break down by 
the side of the river in Maidstone when it’s 
busy, they would be sent to move the vehicle 



A HERD of wild horses roaming the 
Stodmarsh Nature Reserve near Canterbury 
has seen the first foal of the New Year born.

somewhere else because it can become very 
congested down there. 

“What is a minor incident in Kent terms can 
be major in local terms, and if we think it’s 
appropriate we will send the traffic officers to 
help. It won’t just be a question of them driv¬ 
ing around looking for trouble. 

“There’s no real reason why Maidstone will be 
targeted first, other than that we have to start 
somewhere and then build up our experience.” 

Kent Highway Services is proposing to 
allow its officers to use bus lanes to reach 
problem areas quicker, while some will also 
carry bicycles in their vans. 

They will not be required to repair broken- 
down vehicles. 

Cllr Ferrin said he expected the scheme to be 
up and running by the first week of March. 

He said of the cost: “In the normal Kent way, 


we are being frugal. We have given extra train¬ 
ing to some of our existing highway inspectors 
but if the scheme takes off as we expect it to, we 
will have to employ more people. 

“It will cost about £10,000 for the year, as 
well as seven vans that cost about £9,000 or 
£10,000 each. 

'We have been talking about doing this for a 
couple of years but it was necessary to agree 
things with the police first. We couldn’t just 
take this upon ourselves without them giving 
us the power to do so. 

“I think the police were initially cautious 
about the idea but now they seem to be very 
much on board and we are co-operating fully 
with them.”

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The forgotten war 

RAF veteran talks about campaign in Asia

REMARKABLE memories ofWorld 
War Two in South East Asia - from 
the surrender of Japan to the 
release of the captured soldiers who 
built the Death Railway - have been 
shared by a veteran. 

Albert Bennett, 94, has been giving talks 
about his time in the RAF, which included 
stints in Burma, Singapore and Sumatra, to a 
variety of audiences for 13 years and his 
precious recollections have also been archived 
by the Imperial War Museum. 

“It became known as the forgotten war 
because celebrations in 1945 were in respect 
of the war in Europe,” he said. 

‘We did then become known as the forgotten 
army because we were still going out there.” 

Mr Bennett, who lives in Dartford, was 26 
when he was posted to India as an instrument 
technician to work on the Hurricanes and 
Dakotas operating in the Burma Campaign. 

Stationed in Cawnpore (now Kanpur) he 
told how the aircraft of Lord Mountbatten, 
who was the commander in Burma (now offi¬ 
cially Myanmar), would come in to be fixed. 

“Then I was posted to 155 Squadron in 
Burma and was with them throughout the 
campaign,” he said. “We were the first 
squadron operating against the Japanese... I 
was at the airfield and there when the 
Japanese envoy arrived to sign the treaties. 

“From Rangoon the squadron did the 
longest flight ever undertaken by Spitfires - 
1,400 miles from there to Singapore.”

It was there that he experienced the most 
poignant moment in his service, he said: “Our 
first job was to release the prisoners from 
Changi Prison. 

“Most were at breaking point - they were 
prisoners who worked in the Railway of 
Death. They were like walking skeletons by 
then and their bandages had gone to rags. 

“I was helping an Australian POW to the 
plane when he fell, cutting his knee. Being a 
former Boy Scout I bandaged it with my 
handkerchief and like to think he kept it as a 
memento of his release.” 

The notorious Thailand-Burma railway 
was built by Allied prisoners and civilian 
forced labourers during the Japanese occupa¬ 
tion in 1942 and 1943. 

Conditions were horrific and thousands 
of people died. 


During the Burma campaign, which was 
the longest of the war, British servicemen 
faced soaring temperatures, monsoons, dis¬ 
ease and terrain they were not used to. 

Mr Bennett said: “It was tough going, 
especially working in Cawnpore and there 
was the monsoon as well as the heat. 

“I know of a unit where there were 7,000 
personnel and 2,000 were down with heat 
stroke at the same time. 

“Touch wood I was fine, I got out practical¬ 
ly unscathed although I nearly lost a finger 
jumping down from the cockpit of a plane.” 

Mr Bennett also met some celebrities dur¬ 
ing his time on the frontline in the Far East 
-Vera Lynn performed for his squadron and 
he said she also replied to a letter he wrote 
to her recently. 

“Our commanding officer was Ginger 
Lacey, the pilot who saved Buckingham 
Palace by shooting down the plane attack¬ 
ing it during the Battle of Britain,” he said. 

Mr Bennett is also supportive of the 
Gurkha Justice Campaign after witness¬ 
ing their bravery during the war and hear¬ 
ing stories as a boy from his father, who 
fought with them in India during World 
War One. 

The Rochester-born former office equip¬ 
ment engineer will be giving a talk on his 
experiences to an audience at Maidstone 
Museum on February 26.

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Machine drop lands £10,000 
fine on to vending company 


A COMPANY has been fined 
£10,000 after a 26-stone 
vending machine fell on a 
shop worker in Maidstone. 

Maidstone council took 
Westways Vending Limited to 
court last Thursday for failing 
to comply with health and 
safety laws. 

The company, which sup¬ 
plies food and drink vending 
machines, had attempted to 
deliver a 26-stone coffee 
machine to WHSmiths in 
Week Street, Maidstone. 

Only one employee was sent 


to deliver the machine and 
they were helped to manoeu¬ 
vre the machine upstairs by a 
member of WHSmith staff 
Halfway up the machine fell 
on the WHSmith employee, 
who was left with leg injuries. 

Westways Vending Limited 
pleaded guilty to failing to 
ensure people in their emp¬ 
loyment were not exposed to 
risks to health and safety. 

The prosecution also stated 
that the company had failed 
to carry out a suitable and 
sufficient risk assessment. 


The assessment should 
have identified two of its own 
employees needed to be pres¬ 
ent during the delivery and a 
trolley should have been used 
to handle a mach-ine of that 
size and weight. 

The company had also 
failed to provide adequate 
training to its employees. 

Westways Vending Limited 
was fined £10,000, ordered to 
pay prosecution costs of 
£2,656.52 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £15 at Maidstone 
Magistrates Court.

A NEW exhibition at the Kent 
home of Charles Darwin shows 
the great scientist to have been as 
devoted to his family as to his 
work on the origin of species. 

English Heritage, which manages Down 
House, has invested £1 million in presenting 
his work and life - including many rare 
objects on display for the first time - to a 
modem audience. 

Professor Sir Barry Cunliffe, English 
Heritage’s chairman, said: “The exhibition 
brings the man and his family, 
his painstaking research and 
his ground-breaking theories 
to life. It places Down House 
firmly on the international 
map as one of the world’s most 
important scientific heritage 
sites.” 

The exhibition opened on 
Friday to mark the 200th 
anniversary of Darwin’s birth 
and the 150 years since the 
publication of On the Origin of 
Species, which was written at 
his home in Downe village, near Orpington. 

KOS Media was given a preview of the 
exhibition in the home where so many impor¬ 
tant discoveries were made and which last

month was nominated a world her¬ 
itage site. One room, perhaps, holds the most 
significant exhibits that epitomise Darwin 
the scientist and family man. 

It contains a first edition of On the Origin 


of Species, which is displayed on a chrome 
model of the 'tree of life’ used by Darwin to 
describe evolution through the relationship 
between all life on Earth. There are note¬ 
books and specimens from his epic voyage 
aboard HMS Beagle. 

Darwin was a great man of letters, writing 
to experts and fellow naturalists around the 
world about his ideas and never afraid to ask 
their opinions. 

Personal items including his wife Emma’s 
gold wedding ring and, most poignantly, a 
writing box that belonged to his daughter 
Annie before she died of scarlet fever, aged 
10, with an embroidered pin cushion and tiny 
thimble, are also on display. 

Annie Kemaran-Smith, curator of the exhi¬ 
bition, said: “Annie’s box was one of the things 
I enjoyed installing most because it is such a 
personal item. You can immediately see how 
devastated they were by her death.” 

Another room is devoted to a recreation of 
Darwin’s cabin aboard HMS Beagle in which 
he travelled the world for five years, spending 
months in his cramped quarters. 

The exhibition’s creators have employed the 
21st century technique of a light show giving 
the illusion of Darwin at work in the cabin 
studying a specimen and even enjoying a pinch 
of snuff, complete with sound-effects of gulls, 
exotic insects and feet from the deck above. 

Ms Kemaran-Smith said: “He was in a lot of 
discomfort and suffered terribly from sea 
sickness. He would lay stretched out on the 
map table for comfort sometimes. Although 
they had very different political views, he got

on well with the captain Robert FitzRoy, who 
had a bigger cabin and would let Darwin lie 
on the sofa when he was seasick. 

“The packing crates would have been full 
of specimens such as bird 
skulls and fossils, which 
he would send back to 
England.” 

Darwin had learned 
taxidermy and was able 
to kill and stuff animals, 
she said. 

The former nursery fea¬ 
tures a family tree of the 
Darwin/Wedgwood 
dynasty and pictures of 
his 10 children, seven of 
whom survived to adult¬ 
hood. 

Darwin married his 
first cousin and it was at 
Down House when his 
children became sick, 
that he became con¬ 
cerned and started inves¬ 
tigating inbreeding using 
his garden laboratory to 
investigate the effects on 
plants. His work in the 
garden went on to be the basis of many of his 
theories about evolution. 

He was devastated by the death of Annie, 
Ms Kemaran-Smith said. 

“After her death he stopped going to 
church. He would walk Emma and the chil¬ 
dren to the door, then go off on a walk.” 


Cabinets at Down House are full of the 
children’s toys, including a menagerie of 
model animals, and also a ‘stair slide’ he 
commissioned from a carpenter in the vil¬ 
lage. “Charles Darwin 
was not typical, the chil¬ 
dren were very much 
indulged,” Ms Kemaran- 
Smith said. “They were 
allowed to run all over the 
house and interrupt him 
whenever they wanted to, 
even in his study.” 

Darwin suffered from a 
chronic upset stomach 
and would travel to 
Malvern for the spa and 
water treatment, which 
included cold showers. He 
continued this at home in 
Kent and would get 
Par slow, his butler for 37 
years, to douse him in the 
kitchen garden. 

All aspects of Darwin’s 
life are explored in the 
exhibition, including his 
social conscience and val¬ 
ues that were influenced 
by his grandfathers, Erasmus Darwin and 
Josiah Wedgwood, who campaigned for the 
abolition of slavery.

PERSONAL items from days 
gone by could be hidden within 
the walls and beneath the floor¬ 
boards of some of Kent’s oldest 
buildings. 


According to Sittingboume-based histori¬ 
an Alan Abbey, hiding household artefacts 
was common among 17th century homeown¬ 
ers. Mr Abbey, who is a 
postgraduate student 
at the University of 
Kent at Canterbury, is 
studying the types of 
items hidden and the 
reasons behind the 
strange tradition. 

He said: “The items 
are usually highly 
eclectic in scope and 
can range from shoes 
and hats to toasting 
forks and tool belts.

“Many date from the 17th century but 
there are examples through to the Victorian 
period, too. Many have simply considered 
the practice of hiding items as a good luck 
charm, but evidence suggests there is a 
great deal more going on. Discoveries to date 
have revealed that some finds may have 
been memorials and others sympathetic 
magic to encourage fertility. 

“Some seem to mark a major change in the 
owner’s life, such as a career change or the 
end of an apprenticeship.” 

Among the finds studied by Mr Abbey is a 
pair of stays discovered beneath the floor¬ 
boards of the Plough Inn, Sittingboume. 

The stays, a form of underwear, were 
thought to have been made in about 1620 
and are the second oldest pair in the country. 

Mr Abbey has also studied items such as

used to create a database of concealed arte¬ 
facts in Kent. 

Mr Abbey said: “My theory as to why 
things were hidden is based upon the vari¬ 
ous period alterations a building experi¬ 
ences. As an earlier building was mod¬ 
ernised, especially around the fireplaces and 
staircases, voids were created that caused 
spiritual and psychological concerns for peo¬ 
ple. I think these voids were no longer con¬ 
sidered part of the home and devoid of life. 

“The placing of a personal artefact in such 
an area provided an element of life - albeit 
in miniature - and kept this area alive.” 

Mr Abbey is appealing for anyone who has 
found such an item or who knows of finds 
elsewhere to contact him and help with his 
study, which he has called ARFVA - 
Artefacts Revealing Folkloric practices with¬ 
in Vernacular Architecture. Email him at 
a.abbey@virgin.net.

Bacteria alert shuts schools 


TWO schools were closed after a bacteria 
linked to legionnaires’ disease was discovered 
in the water supply. 

The legionella bacteria was found during a 
routine water check at Horsted Infant and 
Junior schools, Chatham, on Thursday, 
February 5. 

The bacteria posed no risk to pupils or staff 
but caused havoc with the schools’ plumbing, 


with the hot water supply and toilet flushing 
systems both turned off. 

As a result, both headteachers made the 
decision to send pupils home for the day. 

A Medway Council official said: “As legionel¬ 
la can only be contracted through aerated 
water such as showers, pupils and staff were 
not exposed to any risk. As a precaution, the 
system was flushed through.”

A 4,000-year-old vessel once 
used to make offerings to the 
gods of Ancient Greece 
has been found at a Kent 
museum. 

The early Cycladic III kernos, a ves¬ 
sel made up of six cups around a glob¬ 
ular basin on a fluted base, is 
extremely rare and according to 
experts is thought to be one of only 20 
left in the world. 

Excited staff at Maidstone museum 
announced on Tuesday it was now in 
the exalted company of other kernos 
keepers around the world, such as the 
British Museum, the Louvre in Paris 
and the New York Metropolitan 
Gallery of Art. 

Giles Guthrie, keeper of 
human history, said: “We have 




had it in the museum for some 
time but only recently realised 
how unusual it was. A Greek 
expert from the British 
Museum came down from 
London and had a look at our 
collection and they flagged it 
up as being very rare.” 

The kernos was used to 
make offerings to the gods and 
each cup would have been 
filled with a different ‘gift’, 
such as milk, honey and oats. 

Mr Guthrie said the filled 
vessel would have been held on 
the head of the devotee until 
sanctified by the priest. 

Kernos, like the one discov¬ 
ered at Maidstone, are usually 
found at Phylakopi on the 
island of Melos, which was 
once home to the world famous 
Venus de Milo sculpture. 

Mr Guthrie said: “When the 
kernos is exhibited it will con¬ 
tribute to our understanding of 
prehistoric, archaic and classi¬ 
cal Greek pottery. 

“It will be the oldest piece of 
Greek pottery on display in the 


collection, outstripping the 
archaic ware by over a thou¬ 
sand years. 

“This item completes the 
story of the evolution of Greek 
painted pottery within the 
gallery as it portrays the 
beginning of the process which 
is then followed through until 
the demise of the Ancient 
Greek civilisation. 

“When the New York Met 
acquired its kernos in 2004, 
experts described the piece as 
strengthening the museum’s 
holdings immeasurably. 

“Let’s hope this piece will 
do the same for Maidstone 
museum.” 

The museum said it would 
have Christie’s and Sotheby’s 
auction houses value the piece 
and planned to exhibit the 
discovery. 

Archaeology and ancient his¬ 
tory student Kayleigh 
McMahon was working along¬ 
side Mr Guthrie at the muse¬ 
um when the importance of 
the kernos was discovered.

Measles jab vital 
for many reasons 

TWO schools in Kent have now been hit by 
outbreaks of measles this year. 

Figures released from the Health Protection 
Agency show a steep rise in the number of 
cases of measles over the last decade from 56 
in 1998 to 1,348 last year. 

In the 1990s, the disease had almost been 
eradicated, but then came Dr Andrew 
Wakefield’s research published in the Lancet 
claiming to establish a link between the 
combined measles, mumps and rubella 
(MMR) vaccine and autism. 

At the time, understandably, parents 
panicked. The tabloids in particular were full 
of scare-stories and emotive features. But 
experts are now united and an American 
court this week ruled there was no proven 
link between the MMR vaccine and autism. 

So, please, follow the advice of the HPA 
and get your child vaccinated. The anti¬ 
vaccine campaign has already had a serious 
consequence on public health and measles 
has become more common in the UK only 14 
years after it was practically wiped out. 

Last year, two teenagers died from measles. 
It is a serious disease that can prove fatal and 
cause side effects including deafness, pneumo¬ 
nia and encephalitis, or swelling of the brain. 

To achieve 100 per cent protection for the 
whole population the uptake of immunisation 
against measles needs to be 95 per cent. ‘Herd 
immunity from measles has already been lost 
and at the moment the uptake rate of the 
MMR jab is only 77 per cent. By getting your 
child vaccinated you are not just protecting 
them from the disease, but others too.

Other people’s problems 

A volatile mix of looked-after 

children and vulnerable adults 

is stifling Thanet’s p rog ress, 
argues Tory Cllr Chris Wells 



UNSURPRISINGLY, when the 
News of the World published a 
story about looked-after children 
in Kent, they got just about 
everything wrong. 

When Charlie Elphicke high¬ 
lighted the difficulty for some 
residents in Deal, I doubt he 
realised how the problem was 
creeping round from Thanet, 
where it has been an issue for 
much longer. 

More surprisingly, Kent chil¬ 
dren’s social services also seem to 
have done little right since the 
Thanet inquiry of2005. Kent still 
has as many looked-after chil¬ 
dren from other - mainly London 
- boroughs as its own. There are 
up to seven times more of them 
in Cliftonville than in any other 
part of Kent. In 2005, this situa¬ 
tion was declared unacceptable 
by the then recently promoted 
director of social services, Peter 
Gilroy, now KCC’s chief execu¬ 
tive. Incoming director of chil¬ 
dren’s social services, Bill 
Anderson, knew the problem 
well as he had been area director 
for this part of the county, fully 
involved in writing the original 
inquiry. With this enthusiasm 
and knowledge, people expected 
real change in the ensuing years. 
They have been disappointed. 

While it would appear we have 
the support of the relevant 
Government minister, this 
change alone is far from the 
answer. The incoming law, aim¬ 
ing to ensure looked-after chil¬ 
dren stay within 20 miles of their 


own communities, has exceptions 
for specialist care - where young 
people need extra skills for their 
emotional trauma. 

In 2005, there were small chil¬ 
dren’s homes across the area. 
Their numbers have been 
reduced. However, the number of 
out-of-area looked-after children 
remains stubbornly constant, 
most having moved from chil¬ 
dren’s homes to foster homes. 

We know many private foster 
carers are being trained to spe¬ 
cialist status. Because it is truly 
necessary, or to anticipate the 
next change? 

This whole area of work is run 
by the Kent Safeguarding 
Children’s Board, an officer-only 
body. Its failure leaves 
Cliftonville with as big a problem 
as ever with out-of-area looked- 
after children. Messrs Gilroy and 
Anderson are paid about 
£350,000 between them for their 
problem-solving skills. I suspect 
we could have solved the problem 
better by giving 350 looked-after 
children or their families £1,000 
each to go home. We would at 
least have seen more change. 


And it does not stop with chil¬ 
dren. The 2005 inquiry talked of 
a community at the tipping point 
because of the explosive mix of 
vulnerable adults and children. 
There are even fewer controls 
and reporting procedures for any 
incoming adult population, and 
thus the mix is as volatile as ever. 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale 
has campaigned tirelessly to 
demonstrate the dangers of this 
mix, and the import of vulnerable 
adults to live alongside so many 
vulnerable children. In Thanet 
South, Laura Sandys has tackled 
the problem from the other end, 
appearing on radio stations to 
illustrate the issues for 
Londoners, and lobbying assem¬ 
bly members about the impact on 
our quality of life. 

This is very sad. Through the 
hard work of groups such as the 
Stronger Safer Communities 
Fund, or the Cliftonville 
Residents’ Association, there has 
been enormous progress in redis¬ 
covering pride in Cliftonville. 

Visible improvements to 
Dane Park and the Oval 
Bandstand clearly show com¬ 


munity cohesion and success. 

Street residents’ associations 
are springing up and encourag¬ 
ing action on planning and 
enforcement, so properly inte¬ 
grated communities can flourish. 

Yet there is still the equivalent 
of two full-time police officers 
chasing up on children running 
away from placements; there are 
still more looked-after Kent chil¬ 
dren whose mothers come from 
outside the area than would be 
found in other local authority 
areas; there are still more fires in 
homes of multiple occupation 
than there should be; and still 
some streets where population 
turnover is so high there is little 
pride in their surroundings. 

So, on behalf of Margate and 
Cliftonville, I demand fewer 
words and more action from 
Messrs Gilroy and Anderson. 

They face a real risk this over¬ 
whelming failure will become the 
most visible epitaph of their time 
at County Hall.

International Airport’s chief executive: 

I write in response to recent KOS Media 
articles regarding the proposed renegotiation 
of the agreed Section 106 to allow an increase 
in night flights - and general flight activity - 
at Manston. 

This comes on the heels of news that a 
major European long-haul airline has 
expressed an interest in operating from 
Manston. I live in Whitstable and have been 
watching developments for years. While I 
welcome an improvement in the Thanet econ¬ 
omy, it must come with restrictions that pro¬ 
tect residents in the isle and further afield. 

There are regular cargo flights over 
Whitstable on descent to Manston and the 
747s fly extremely low. I know the guideline 
is supposed to be 1,000ft, but I’m sure they 
are lower. The noise is thunderous. 

Any renegotiations should impose strict 
limits on night flights and, if any increase is 
agreed, a compromise to residents should 
include the introduction of strict descent 
paths - as is the case at Birmingham and 
Manchester airports. They are possible, but 
not the easy option. 

At present, pilots have free rein from the 
Detling beacon to Manston. 

I look forward to your comments.

DENNIS HAYES 

THERAPEUTIC education is 
about manipulating children’s 
emotional lives and trying to control 
their feelings rather than letting 
them relate freely to other children, 
their parent and adults, with love, 
anger, hatred - the emotions they 
feel when growing up. 

If adults control them, children 
will never grow up. 

Teachers committed to teaching 
their subjects used to be authoritar¬ 
ian and got children to learn. 

Now they increasingly want to 
help them become more confident 
and in touch with their emotional 
lives, so that they can learn, but this 
is indirectly authoritarian and 
manipulative. 

Concerns with raising pupils’ 
self-esteem and emotional literacy 
or building their resilience and 
emotional well-being are based on 
something new, what you can call a 
diminished concept of our children. 

This is something different and 
dangerous and although it seems to 
be compassionate it is really very 
manipulative. 

As a history teacher remarked: 



“Something has changed when 
pupils want to know more about 
themselves than the world.” 


PHILLIP KARNAVAS 

BUILDING self-esteem and nurtur¬ 
ing emotional well-being neither 
replace the curriculum nor prevent 
learning; rather they enable better 
access to both. 

While I agree that caring must not 
substitute for learning, caring about 
children is a vital precondition for 
learning. 

It does not imply ‘a diminished 
concept’ of, nor necessarily produce 
‘dependency in children; rather they 
help overcome complex barriers to 
learning, empowering and motivat¬ 
ing children to enjoy and achieve. 

None of these things are about 
controlling children; rather they 
enable children to better control 
their learning. 

Moreover, a better understanding 
of‘self’ is not the promotion of solip¬ 
sism; rather it better equips learn¬ 
ers for the acquisition of knowledge 
and understanding. 

My school successfully operates 
many of those things Mr Hayes ‘rub¬ 
bishes’ and I make no apology for it. 

Rather than pay £18.99 for his 
book, I would donate it to Bamados 
and live with the guilt caused by 



knowing Mr Hayes feels I have 
contributed to the ‘downsizing of 
children’s potential’. 


County’s education services praised by Ofsted 


KENT County Council said it is delighted with a 
favourable Ofsted report on its children, families 
and education provisions.

little minds need your help

P RE-SCHOOL children are 
walking into their first 
classroom completely uneq¬ 
uipped with the proper 
skills they need for a good start to 
schooling, says a study. 

A survey found that what is even worse is 
that most parents seem completely unaware of 
what their children should already know for 
that first day 

The research reveals a mere 16 per cent of 
parents can confidently claim to know what 
skills and knowledge their young children 
should have acquired by their first day at school. 

And some 20 per cent admit to having no 
idea what skills their young children should 
have by this age, with eight per cent going as 
far to say they haven’t personally prepared 
their children with adequate skills for school. 

A cable TV show called Hi-5 promotes learn¬ 
ing through play for children aged between 
two and five years. 

Helping the show is child expert and devel¬ 
opment psychologist at Brunei University, Dr 
Janine Spencer. 

She created the ‘Hi-5 Curricu-mum’ - an 
online guide containing a checklist of 22 key 
skills children should have started to develop 
by the time they start school. 

Interactive 

The guide also contains practical advice for 
parents on how to nurture these skills in a fun 
and exciting way, and why children need these 
skills based on the official child development 
guidelines. 

Cecilia Persson, programme director for 
Cartoonito which broadcasts Hi-5, said: “It is 
exactly what parents of pre-school children have 
been looking for; a simple and straight-to-the- 
point checklist ensuring that their pre-school 
children are already developing and learning 
the skills they need for school in a fun way. 

“Like the ‘Hi-5 Curricu-mum’, Hi-5 the show 
also ensures these lessons are reflected in the 
show in a fim, energetic and interactive manner.” 

And Dr Spencer added: “As a parent, ensur¬ 
ing that your children are adequately pre¬ 
pared for school is one of the most important 
things that you do, but it can be very challeng¬ 
ing and daunting when you don’t feel that you 
have the guidance and information you need. 

“A lot of the available material on pre-school 
development is focused on teaching child 
carers the skills, but can be difficult for 
parents with young children to access and

Cash boost for 
school kitchens 
will help in fight 
against obesity

E leven schools in 
Kent are getting a 
total of just over £3.3 
million to boost their 
cookery facilities. 

Two more in Bexley will get 
£645,000 and five in Bromley are set 
to receive a total of £1.5m. 

In all, more than £56m nationally 
has been made available. 

The money was announced by 
Secretary of State for Children Ed 
Balls as the next steps in getting the 
nation’s children cooking - with 
measures to get them preparing 
meals at home and pave the way for 
compulsory practical classes in sec¬ 
ondary schools from 2011. 

But he said parents need to take a 
lead too, by getting their children to 
cook at home as well - and not just 
sticking a ready meal in the oven. 

He said youngsters need to know 
how to prepare meals from scratch. 

And the minister has enrolled 
supermarkets Aldi and Asda to help 
promote the Government’s Real 
Meals cookbook. 

Equipping children with cooking 
skills for life was central to combat¬ 
ing obesity, he said. 

Interactive 

Kevin Moody, headteacher at 
Oakwood Grammar in Maidstone, 
welcomed the money. 

He said: “We are very pleased with 
the opportunity to develop facilities 
for food technology. This is an area 
students and parents wanted us to 
explore and the funding will help 
enhance our curriculum. 

“As a healthy school we welcome the 
chance to offer cooking skills to our 
students to help them lead healthy 
lifestyles now and in the future.” 

Experts say that without any inter¬ 
vention, 90 per cent of today’s children 
could be overweight or obese and at 
risk from serious diseases by 2050. 

Mr Balls also set out the next 
steps to building top class new facil¬ 
ities and to training a new genera¬ 
tion of skilled and motivated staff to 
run practical cooking classes to 
redress the exodus of home econom¬ 
ics teachers when many schools 
stopped classes in the 1970s and 
1980s. 

Jane Wheatley, headteacher of 
Dartford Grammar School for Girls, 
added: “We will be creating a practi¬ 
cal kitchen and a healthy eating 
room to ensure we can teach food 
education. It is an exciting develop¬ 
ment opportunity for the school.” 

Mr Balls said: “Teaching children 
how to prepare basic recipes from 
scratch is fun to do at school and at 
home. It helps young people get the 
skills to go on to cook healthily for fife. 

“Many adults don’t cook properly 
or pass on cooking skills to young 
people because they feel they don’t 
have time; have never learnt how; 
or feel that proper cooking is too 
expensive. 

“Celebrity chef cookbooks and TV 
shows have never been more popu¬ 
lar, but far too many people see cook¬ 
ing as entertainment not something 
they actually do day in, day out. 
“Obesity is the biggest long-term

health issue facing this country. 

“It is hard to believe, but the 
experts say that nine out of 10 of 
children today could be obese or 
overweight by 2050. 

“Cooking in schools is an impor¬ 
tant part of the wider the 
Change4Life movement to get fami¬ 
lies eating well, moving more and 
living longer - but it is just the start. 

“These measures are vital in gear¬ 
ing up secondary schools to offer 
practical cooking lessons from 2012 
- putting expert and well-trained 
staff and good facilities in place 
across the board.” 

He said it was “extraordinary” 
there were still so many secondary 


schools with no facilities to teach 
cooking. 

Mr Balls added: “But I’ve always 
been clear that the onus to pass on 
cooking skills should not just fall 
on teachers. 

“This is not about telling families 
what to do and what to eat. The fact 
is that if parents never prepare or 
eat meals with their children then 
we risk children growing up uninter¬ 
ested in cooking or living healthily. 

“That’s why we now need to take 
our Real Meals campaign further. 
We need supermarkets and the food 
industry on board to help learning 
how to cook properly a normal part 
of growing up.” 


Cooks given 
the recipe to 
improve skills 

WE are told kids in Kent and 
the rest of the UK are facing a 
ticking obesity timebomb that 
is threatening to kill thousands in 
decades to come. 

Never before has the diet of 
children been so important. 

Some 90 per cent of parents 
said it is important their child has 
a nutritious and balanced meal at 
lunchtime, according to research 
for the School Food Trust. 

So why does it all appear to be 
going wrong? 

Kent County Council believes 
parents play a significant role in 
the eating habits of their children. 

Research indicates that six out 
of 10 parents are involved in the 
decision-making about school 
meals, which if true will surely 
help keep youngsters healthy. 

With the on-going economic 
downturn, it’s reassuring to know 
children can get a tasty nutritious 
two-course meal plus a drink for 
less than £2 in primary schools, 
said KCC. 

The council said: “Our aim is to 
focus on fresh and seasonal local 
produce; some pupils can actu¬ 
ally see the produce being grown 
from the classroom window. 

“Schools are working closely 
with the caterers on a number 
of new initiatives which are 
designed to be linked to the 
curriculum, speed service and 
make lunchtime an enjoyable 
experience. In Kent the meal 
numbers are steadily increasing.” 

The authority is finding its 
schools are already working to 
a high specification, and a 
spokesman said: “We welcome 
the introduction of the new 
standards for school food. 

“The Government has sent a 
clear signal that enabling individ¬ 
uals to maintain a healthy weight 
is important and a good school 
lunch can play its part in improv¬ 
ing the health of young people. 

“School cooks have a central 
role in the success of the food 
served in our schools. 

“We are delighted with the 
attendance on our Craft Skills 
Programme, so far we have 
had 200 kitchen staff complete 
the training. 

“This motivates, builds 
confidence, personally and 
professionally and gives cooks 
the opportunity to share ideas 
with people from a similar 
background or role.” 

Since receiving the first 
Targeted School Meals Grant 
in 2005, there have been major 
developments to the facilities pro¬ 
vided in school kitchens, it said. 

At least 120 projects have been 
undertaken, ranging from 
replacement serving counters to 
total refurbishment of kitchens. 

KCC is now in the process of 
bidding for more government 
funding linked to improving 
school kitchens and pupil dining 
areas over the next two years.

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Change to Kent Test under 
examination from parents 


T HE transition from 
primary to secondary 
schools in Kent 
should be much easi¬ 
er now thanks to a major 
rethink on the Kent Test, 
also known as the 11-plus. 

But the jury (parents) will remain 
out until March to see if the new 
plan has worked. 

The process had been a nightmare 
for parents in past years because 
they had to choose a new school for 
their children moving out of primary 
before the test was taken. 

The effect of that was some head¬ 
teachers, upset their school was cho¬ 
sen behind a grammar, refusing 


admission should the student fail 
the test. It made a complete non¬ 
sense of open choice. 

So Kent County Council complete¬ 
ly changed the system to make it 
fairer. This is now the first year it 
will have been used. 

Now pupils take the Kent Test and 
choose a new school once they know 
if they have passed or not. 

So far it has worked as it should, 
but the final test will be next month 
when offers of positions from schools 
are made. 

KCC cabinet member for educa¬ 
tion operations, resources and skills 
Cllr Mark Dance looked at the deci¬ 
sion to move the Kent Test back in 
the school year for us. 

He said: “The decision to move 11- 
plus testing to the third week of

September, a term ahead of where it 
has traditionally taken place, was 
initially regarded with some trepi¬ 
dation by those involved, not least 
the children taking the tests. 

“Once the papers had been marked 
and queries resolved, however, it was 
clear that Kent’s children had taken 
the change in their stride. 

“The proportion of the year group 
scoring above the grammar school 
threshold was directly comparable 
with previous years, with a slight 
increase on the usual 25 per cent 
finally assessed suitable for gram¬ 
mar school when late tests and 
headteacher referrals were taken 
into account. 

“Instead of having to wait from 
January to March to find out how 
they had done, parents could be sent 


their children’s assessments on 
October 21 - just a month after the 
thousands of test papers were com¬ 
pleted - giving them time to think 
carefully about the preferences they 
would name when they completed 
their application forms for second¬ 
ary schools in November. 

“KCC’s admissions team certainly 
feel that it was worth the effort 
which went into managing the 
change, because of the clear benefit 
to parents trying to make sensible 
decisions about where their child 
would go after primary school. 

“The waiting isn’t quite over, 
though; families will not learn which 
school place they have been allocat¬ 
ed until the day after offers are post¬ 
ed out on March 2, 2009, the 
Government’s national offer day.” 


Appeals process is no reason for undue panic 


SOME 20,000 Kent and Medway parents will 
anxiously scan the post on March 3 for their 
children’s secondary school allocations. 

Kent parents who registered online will be 
emailed the previous evening. 

The pattern of results will be different this 
year because those children who took the 
Kent 11 -plus tests knew the results before 
applications went in. 

There will be a surge in the number of 
children who get their first-choice school, as 
happened in Medway last year. 

For those who are offered their first choice, 
the long wait is over. However, for others, 
anxious months lie ahead, as appeals and 
waiting lists work through. 

You may have been offered another school 
on your list or for the unfortunate few, allocat- 


Education expert PETER READ 
has some advice for parents 
when it comes to selecting 
secondary education now the 
11-plus dates have changed... 

ed a school you have not named as you did 
not consider it or felt it to be unsuitable. 

First piece of advice is don’t panic, you can’t 
change anything in the next few weeks. 

Don’t send off an appeal the next day, it 
won’t be considered any earlier than one that 
is thought out. 

You can simply write a note to the address 


given stating you are appealing and a fuller 
letter will follow in due course. 

You can appeal to as many schools named 
on your list as you like, and parents can apply 
afresh to any Kent school not named on their 
form after March 26. 

If your child has not passed the 11 -plus, 
and you named a grammar school on your 
application form you can appeal and will 
need to satisfy an appeal panel that your child 
is of grammar school ability. 

There is a problem with this in Medway 
(not Kent) as, if you entered your child for a 
Medway review and were unsuccessful, 
you first need to show an appeal panel the 
Medway review process was unfair. 

Only if you succeed in this will the panel 
consider if the child is of grammar school abil¬ 


ity. Refer to my website for further information 
on this bewildering process, which is a gov¬ 
ernment ruling and not of Medway’s making. 

If you have not been offered a place 
because the school is full then any appeal 
must persuade the panel that the reasons 
your child should be admitted outweigh any 
problems the school has in taking in 
additional children. 

In any case put your name on the school 
waiting list.

Kent benefiting from 


development of new 
sponsored academies

L AST year, the cash 
literally poured into 
Kent for its acade¬ 
mies programme. 
In excess of £400 million 
was made available from 
the Government, just for 
the schools in the county. 

Kent County Council called it a 
“remarkable year” for its acade¬ 
mies programme - there were 
record-breaking contracts signed 
and national design awards won, 
as well as all the cash. 

It is part of the national pro¬ 
gramme to replace schools in 
challenging circumstances with 
all-ability, state-funded academies 
that are established and managed 
by sponsors from a range of 
backgrounds. 

KCC currently has 13 academies 
either open or in development. 

Partners include Microsoft (UK) 
Ltd, Pfizer Pharmaceuticals, the 
Roger de Haan Charitable Trust, 
Holiday Extras, Hewlett Packard 
and leading independent schools 



NEW LOOK: High-tech designs for academies are transforming school buildings in parts of the county 


including Dulwich College, Kings 
School Canterbury and Tonbridge 
School, as well as The Diocese of 
Canterbury, University of Kent 
and The Skinners Company. 

Each academy partnership aims 
to transform the school experience, 
increase student motivation 
and performance and act as a cat¬ 
alyst for social and economic 
regeneration in disadvantaged 
Kent communities. 

The authority had appointed a 
company called Carillion to deliv¬ 
er five academies - worth £125m 
collectively - across the county 
over the next four years. 

These are Cornwallis Academy, 
Maidstone, Longfield Academy, 


Marsh Academy, Romney Marsh, 
New Line Learning Academy, 
Maidstone and Spires Academy, 
Canterbury. 

The council said this represents 
the largest value academy deal 
brokered in the country. 

In addition to designing and 
building the academies, the pro¬ 
gramme will also see more than 
80 apprenticeships and training 
opportunities created for Kent 
students. 

The first of these five, New Line 
Learning in Maidstone, beat off 
stiff competition to win the nation¬ 
al best academy award at a presti¬ 
gious London ceremony. 

It is the second national design 


award the Kent Academies 
Programme has received after the 
Marlowe Academy in Folkestone 
won the Royal Institute of British 
Architects Schools Award in 2007. 

Cabinet member for education 
operations, resources and skills 
Mark Dance said: “Both schools did 
well to be nominated and I am 
thrilled South Maidstone has beat¬ 
en off stiff competition to win its cat¬ 
egory. It’s been a real team effort.” 

The Kent Academies Programme 
has so far secured well over £400m 
of central government investment 
in school buildings and ICT facili¬ 
ties for schools in the county, with 
more expected to follow in 2009-10, 
said Councillor Dance. 


Planning schools for the 
future has never been more 
important. We asked education 
expert PETER READ to tell us 
about the new Building Schools 
for the Future scheme. 

He is also the chairman of the 
board of governors at Ifield 
Special School, the project’s 
first success in the county... 

The Building Schools for the 
Future project, which is seeing 
all Kent’s secondary schools 
replaced or substantially rebuilt 
over the next 10 years, has 
celebrated its first success. 

Ifield Special School in 
Gravesend, catering for children 
with profound, severe and 
complex conditions as well as 
being a specialist school for chil¬ 
dren with severe communication 
difficulties including autism, 
was recently reopened by Paul 
Carter, leader of Kent County 
Council. 

The new building has already 
been recognised for its excel¬ 
lence, being a finalist in the 
national Civic Trust Awards for 
outstanding architecture, to be 
awarded next month. 

As well as the replacement 
of the school buildings, Ifield 
has seen many other unique 
innovations in the past few 
years, contributing to its success 
and a growing pressure on 
places as the school responds to 
local needs. 

The nationally recognised 
SMILE Centre, offering support 
for children with special educa¬ 
tion needs in all mainstream 
Gravesham schools, is now 
being rolled out across Kent 
and the training courses the 
centre offers for teachers and 
other education professionals 
from across Kent are increasing¬ 
ly popular. 

The school runs a unique post- 
16 course for 36 students, based 
at North West Kent College of 
Technology, taught by Ifield staff, 
but integrated into college life. 

The faculty is shortly to move 
into a purpose-built, multi-million 
pound suite in a brand new 
building at the college, offering 
the students every facility. 

At the other end of the 
scale, Ifield has opened a 
joint nursery school with the 
neighbouring Kings Farm 
Primary School, enabling chil¬ 
dren in both parts of the venture 
the best learning environment 
that can be provided. 

Ifield has been successful in 
bidding for a further unique initia¬ 
tive through its specialist school 
status, a ‘house’ where students 
can develop the skills of inde¬ 
pendent living through a variety 
of opportunities including 
overnight stays. 

The latest scheme is part of 
the BSF project and sees the 
school managing an enormous 
ICT investment from this Easter, 
enabling it to provide the latest 
specialist equipment for the 
school’s very special children. 

Ofsted noted in last year’s 
inspection report “the remark¬ 
able adaptability of the school 
during this period has been due 
to the excellent sense of direc¬ 
tion senior staff have created 
and the outstanding commit¬ 
ment to the school by staff and 
governors...”

BACK TO SCHOOL 


G ULP. Thirty min¬ 
utes into my return 
to infant school edu¬ 
cation and Pm 
learning things I cannot for 
the life of me remember 
being taught in all my time 
in the classroom. 

There is something a tad discon¬ 
certing sitting among six and seven- 
year-old children as they discuss the 
cortex, limbic and reptilian parts of 
the human brain and what roles 
they fulfil. After picking my jaw up 
off the floor the top half of my face 
tumbles down to join it when one 
youngster puts his hand up and 
starts discussing neurons. 

You could be forgiven for thinking 
this is some sort of special school I 
find myself in; one designed for the 
super intelligent. But no. This is 
infant school education 21st centu¬ 
ry-style and by heck is it impressive. 

I am sat in a brightly lit, beautiful¬ 
ly decorated and well equipped 
classroom at Westmeads Infant 
School in Whitstable. 

There’s a bank of PCs, a comer 
full of cushions in which to relax and 
read and the teacher is perched on a 
comfy armchair in perfect control of 
a very well drilled and well-man¬ 
nered class. 

I’ll admit I was expecting a little 
more in the way of organised chaos. 

Westmeads, however, is no 
stranger to praise; its most recent 
Ofsted report yelled its positives 
from the roof tops. And little wonder. 
It is a progressive, impressive school 
with strong leadership, teachers, 
and a real sense of community - 
both as a place of education and as 
part of the town itself. 

The Ofsted inspectors gave it a flur¬ 
ry of ‘outstanding’ ratings; its staff 
are a mix of youth and experience. 

It is also PSHE week - and hence 
the reason I find myself perched on 
a tiny plastic school seat next to my 
six-year-old son. 

Difference 

Personal, Social and Health 
Education is a key part of the cur¬ 
riculum. Rather than simply devel¬ 
oping the brain it aims to boost the 
personality, too. And, as part of a 
week of special events, parents have 
been invited in to spend a day with 
their child and watch them at work 
and play. Who could resist? 

Things are very different to my 
infant years back in the late-70s, 
where Panini football stickers and 
playing Star Wars in the playground 
was all that seemed important. 

Today’s lessons start with a morn¬ 
ing workout. We’re up on our feet 
and running through a series of 
stretches and movements to get our 
brains ticking over nicely. 

It would be easy to be cynical 
about this. To suggest that this is 
some sort of right-on fad which does 
nothing, but make everyone look a 
bit silly. I half admit I thought that 
too initially. But, in truth, it’s a very 
relaxing and effective way to get the 
class to tune into what is expected of 
them; to focus on their studies. 

By the time we’ve discussed the 
brain and then examined number 
groups I’m pleased for a breather 
come lunchtime. 

But before that we have assembly 
- and a violin recital from a little girl 
mature beyond her years. It reminds 
me my son ought to practice his 
instrument a little more. 

Then it’s lunchtime and the play¬ 
ground proves nothing has really 
changed; footballs hurtle around, 
girls skip, boys rush and dash.

Joy of joys, a friend of my son spots 
me and rushes over to show me his 
football trading cards. Ah. Some 
things never change. 

Now if only I had some swaps the 
best part of 30 years of my life would 
be shaved off. Do they still do Liam 
Brady and Alan Sunderland cards I 
wonder? I’m not sure if anyone in this 
school will have ever even heard of 
Frank Stapleton or Pat Rice. 

As for Panini, they probably think 
he’s a player Manchester City are 
trying to sign from Italy. 

The big difference is the amount of 
things to do. During my infant 
school era, we were allowed a tennis 
ball to play football and that was it. 


Today, there are balls and hockey 
sticks with which to play. There’s 
even, and yes you are reading this 
correctly, two miniature volcanoes 
on which the kids can clamber - 
albeit under strict supervision. It’s 
nice to know the trend towards 
wrapping children in cotton wool 
and stifling that crucial element of 
discovery and fun has not been 
extinguished completely. 

Reassuringly, there is a distinct 
lack of trouble. There’s a couple of 
little flare ups, but dinner ladies are 
quick to intercept and diffuse any 
problems. 

And the mystery of how my son’s 
school trousers always end up with a 


hole in the knee is solved as I wit¬ 
ness him hurling himself around in 
a good impersonation - to remain in 
keeping with the 70s football theme 
- of legendary goalkeeper Pat 
Jennings. 

I’m quiet relieved by the time the 
bell goes. I tried to join in the football 
match and got a boot to my ankle 
from a particular ‘enthusiastic’ boy 
as he tried to tackle me. 

Afternoon back in the classroom is 
another busy affair. We’re talking 
transport and so with a box of Lego 
and other construction toys laid 
before us the class is told to set 
about building a vehicle of the 
future. I head to the box and start 
‘helping’ (I hesitate to say ‘telling’, 
but in truth that may be closer to 
reality) my son what to do. 

About 10 minutes in and I realise 
most of the other parents are just 
watching what their child is doing, 
while I’m rummaging in the bottom 
of the box looking for a crucial brick 
to complete our creation. 

A powered stand-on two-wheeled 
bike with the capability of firing up 
a hot air balloon was surely a work 
of genius? Time cruelly deprives me, 
sorry, my son, from showcasing this 
marvellous machine to the whole 
class. Curses. 

By the time the end of the day is 
upon us and a story is read to the 
class I am feeling like I’d done a day’s 
work and have renewed respect for 
the teacher. 

Now, it would be easy to suggest 
the kids had been drilled to behave 
perfectly for when the parents were 
in. But for a class of youngsters that 
age, forcing them to keep quiet is no 
easy task. 

And the way they respond to the 
teacher really is a credit to both her 
and the school. 

I was also veiy aware of expecting, 
or, more to the point, wanting, to enjoy 
the day and be impressed. But I still 
feel I judged it with an open mind 
and still found it scored top marks. 

There is a respect, it seems, between 
teacher and pupil which oils the 
wheels of the school day and appears 
to deliver mutual co-operation. 

Responsible 

Of course, it would be wrong to say 
this was a class set amid a school of 
cherubs displaying different forms of 
angelic behaviour. The school has 
troublemakers, perhaps as much as 
any others. But the no-nonsense 
approach means little escapes 
unpunished. Or should that be 
unaddressed? 

An incident in the playground dur¬ 
ing morning break resulted in the 
teacher not shouting at them, but 
quietly and calmly explaining how 
very disappointed she was in the 
behaviour of a minority. You could 
see all of their little faces drop. 

And as the cheeks of a couple red¬ 
dened, it was clear to see who was 
responsible. It was well handled. 

There is also the issue that this is 
hardly inner-city stuff. Whitstable is 
not a deprived area after all, and 
many of its parents have middle 
class stamped in large letters on 
their foreheads. 

Yet it was truly heartening to see 
these young children having their 
future shaped in such a positive and 
reassuring way. 

And for those who suspect disci¬ 
pline is lacking from the go-get, I 
saw quite the opposite. These were 
children who were being taught 
right from wrong. Who were being 
told that kindness and concern to 
their fellow man was as important 
as learning the alphabet. 

For that alone, we should consider 
the future in safe hands.

Education for Kent 
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INTY promising young ath¬ 
letes carrying Kent’s Olympic 
hopes have received vital help 
from Kent County Council. 


They were presented with funding during a 
ceremony at Oakwood House in Maidstone. 

The 20 top-level athletes are from Maidstone, 
Ashford, Canterbury, Swale, Tunbridge Wells, 
Dartford, Shepway, Tonbridge and Mailing and 
Sevenoaks.

Government project 
shows GCSE results 
are now on the rise 


THE Aimhigher government-funded project 
to get more youngsters into higher educa¬ 
tion is doing just that, according to the latest 
figures. 

Students that come under the Aimhigher 
Kent and Medway partner schools have 
improved their GCSE results once more. 

Now 71 per cent of partner schools 
improved on their GCSE results compared 
with last year. 

It said the proportion of students achiev¬ 
ing 5 A*-Cs, which includes English and 
maths, at GCSE is continuing to grow. 

Just a few years ago, a mere 20 per cent 
of students from partner schools achieved 
that benchmark. 

In 2008, this figure rose to 28 per cent. 

Aimhigher said the gap between the 
average GCSE results of its target schools 
and the Kent and Medway average is 
consistently narrowing. 

In 2004, there was a 23 per cent point 
difference compared to the latest showing 
of 20 per cent. 

The GCSE average point score has 
increased at a higher rate in its partner 
schools than in the non-partner schools in 
Kent and Medway from 2007-08. 

Partner schools have a 12.11 point 


increase in 2007-08 and non-partner schools 
have a 9.35 point increase in 2007-08. 

Aimhigher Kent and Medway said it works 
on a regional level as a partnership with 
local universities, further education colleges 
and schools. 

It works with students in a variety of ways 
such as arranging visits to local universities 
and colleges, through using current univer¬ 
sity students to act as mentors and ambas¬ 
sadors, and by going into schools to speak 
with students. 

It also works with parents to ensure they 
are actively involved in the process of higher 
education. 

Aimhigher Kent and Medway also works 
with employers to ensure all relevant parties 
have an input into the promotion and devel¬ 
opment of higher education locally. 

Aimhigher Kent and Medway is based at 
Canterbury Christ Church University, and its 
partners include Canterbury Christ Church 
University, the University of Greenwich, the 
University College for the Creative Arts, the 
University of Kent, the Open University, 
Canterbury College, Hadlow College, 
MidKent College, North West Kent College, 
South Kent College, Thanet College and 
West Kent College. 


The online teaching 
programme used in 
learning new sports 


AYLESFORD School Sports College is one 
of the first schools in Kent to sign up to a 
new online teaching resource that encour¬ 
ages schools to use a variety of physical 
activities to re-engage young people who 
are at risk of opting out of school life. 

Sky Sports Living for Sport, developed 
by the Youth Sport Trust in partnership with 
Sky Sports, gives pupils an opportunity to 
learn new sports, from rock climbing to 
fencing, with individual schools having the 
flexibility to decide on a programme of 
activities best suited to their pupils. 

The school has partnered with Larkfield 
Leisure Centre, to offer alternative sporting 
activities including climbing and swimming 
to girls who have become disengaged with 
physical education. 

The school has also established 
programmes in trampolining and judo. 

When schools sign up to 
www.skysports.com/livingforsport they are 
joining an online resource which supports 
and aids teachers to develop alternative 
sports and activities within their schools. 

Teachers can use these sessions to help 
pupils work towards self-development goals 
that help build interpersonal and leadership 
skills.

Schools must endeavour to 
keep up with ‘learning age’

A LEADING educa¬ 
tion guru believes 
technology is the 
way forward for 
schools, and it is now down 
to education establishments 
to keep up with the pupils. 

Getting left behind now will severe¬ 
ly hamper students’ quest for useful 
careers later in life, said Professor 
Stephen Heppell, who is regarded as 
a leading expert on learning, new 
technologies and future schools. 

Prof Heppell is the chairman of 
New Media Environments at 
Bournemouth University, Emeritus 
Professor at Anglia Ruskin 
University and Visiting Professor at 
the University of Wales. 

With easy access to computers and 
the internet at home, children are 
now taking in technology so fast, 
schools must work harder to stay in 
front or risk a generation of disen¬ 
gaged learners. 

During a visit to Holmesdale 
Technology College in Snodland to 
run a series of workshops looking at 
how to maximise use of the school’s 
rich technological resources, he said 
the world was now changing so fast, 
today’s children had an unprece¬ 
dented portfolio of ways in which 
they could learn. 

Advantage 

He said: “Several years ago 
children were soaking up new tech¬ 
nology; now they are mixing and 
matching how they make this tech¬ 
nology work with no regard for bar¬ 
riers that we may create. 

“This isn’t the information age or 
the mechanical age; this is now the 
learning age.” 

Both Holmesdale and its federa¬ 
tion sister, The Mailing School in 
East Mailing, have already seen sig¬ 
nificant investments in technology. 

This year’s newly-appointed 
director of e-learning Gary 
Hollingsbee has ensured wireless 
broadband internet access, interac¬ 
tive whiteboards, a computer for 
each child and video recording suites 
can be used to gain maximum edu¬ 
cational advantage. 

The federation now has its own 
YouTube channel where videos cre¬ 
ated by the students can be hosted. 

Federation principal Ian Hobson 
said Prof Heppell’s approach in chal¬ 
lenging how children learn held many 
useful lessons for both schools. 

He said: “Technology of all kinds, 
from laptops to video cameras and 
even mobile phones, should be 
embraced and used to give students 
a more relevant education which 
will more adequately prepare them 
for the ever-changing outside world.” 



Science week perfect for 
young, inquisitive minds 


TODAYS generations have arguably seen some of 
the most major advances in the sciences ever, but 
it’s not over yet. 

With advances in technology showing no signs 
of abating, attending National Science and 
Engineering Week events is vital for young stu¬ 
dents if they don’t want to miss out. 

There is huge range of events around the UK in 
schools, science centres, universities and even on 
the street, during the week from March 6-15.

On March 12 from 8pm, there will be an illus¬ 
trated presentation by Colin Gale from Bethlem 
Royal Hospital and Caroline Smith from the 
National Portrait Gallery at Christ Church Hall, 
Fairfield Road, off Beckenham High Street, 
Beckenham. 

It is free and open to everyone. 

And on March 14-15, you can go on a voyage of 
scientific discovery at the home of Charles Darwin 
at Down House near Orpington, as you take part in 
various science station activities and experiments.

Parents urged 
to know their 
child’s web use 


BROWSING the millions of pages on 
the internet is a quick and easy way for 
children to learn, but as most parents now 
know, it is also inherent with danger. 

Censorship will never really work on the 
anarchic internet, so sensible surfing is the 
answer - and awareness is everything. 

With that in mind, the Child Exploitation 
and Online Protection Centre is encourag¬ 
ing Kent parents to become more involved 
in understanding what their children are 
doing online. 

It is supporting the county’s schools to 
continue delivering Thinkuknow training, 
which has already reached more than 
1.7 million children across the UK. 

Kent County Council’s e-safety officer, 
Rebecca Avery and PC Martin Carter, the 
force Youth Crime Reduction Officer from 
Kent Police, visited the Hugh Christie 
Technology College in Tonbridge, to 
promote e-safety awareness to pupils. 

The school has already taken a positive 
approach in educating students about 
e-safety. 

KCC cabinet member for children, 
families and education standards Cllr 
Leyland Ridings said: “The internet is a 
fabulous resource for learning and one of 
the most popular pastimes. We teach our 
children and young people life skills for the 
big wide world - it’s important we do the 
same for the world wide web.” 

PC Martin Carter, who has just retired 
after 22 years service from Kent Police, 
added: “Young people are still entering too 
much personal information onto websites, 
therefore placing themselves and their 
families at risk. I would urge parents to take 
a greater interest in what their children are 
doing online. 

“If you suspect any inappropriate activity 
or are suspicious about someone’s behav¬ 
iour, please contact police or speak to 
someone you can trust. 

“There are many organisations that you 
can contact and speak to about any con¬ 
cerns you may have, be it a child you 
believe maybe in danger or to discuss the 
suspicious activity of someone you know.” 

Headteacher at Hugh Christie Technology 
College, Jon Barker, said: “The internet is a 
powerful learning resource. We want to 
encourage young people to use the internet 
safely and responsibly. Unfortunately, a 
small minority of adults and children use 
the internet to exploit others. 

“We want to continue to reinforce the 
message given in our assemblies on 
internet and mobile phone safety and the 
effects of cyber-bullying. We hope it will 
help all children to recognise potentially 
dangerous behaviour of the misuse of this 
new technology.” 

Kent County Council and Kent Police 
has launched a DVD called ‘Be Safe, 
e-Safe’ including a short film produced by 
young people from Kent and Medway for 
other young people and now includes clips 
explaining ways to use three commonly 
used sites safely.

Regeneration 

‘We want South Kent to benefit as 
soon as possible.

“The college also wants to link 
development of our buildings in 
Dover to maritime skills and in 
Folkestone, a new-build could fur¬ 
ther improve our links with the uni¬ 
versity, giving a boost to the local 
education and skills. 

“Some of the biggest growth areas 
in the county are in areas served by 
South Kent College. 

“Regeneration has always been 
advanced when it is supported by a 
good engine for skills development. 

‘We want to be that engine, we 
know we can be, and we would like 
the capital investment to match that 
ambition.”

tunity to study abroad and, with its 
wide and growing range of pro¬ 
grammes with a particular European 
focus, has consolidated its reputation 
as the UK’s ‘European university. 

Miles Coulling, an undergraduate 
student from Ashford, explained his 
decision to study at the university’s 
Canterbury campus was due to a 
combination of these attributes and 
factors.

I T IS never too late to

Complacency in a job can be debil¬

Closing the loopholes 

Concerning your front page last week, we 
should be recognising that corporate abuse of 
European Union law is to blame for the 
'British jobs ...’ dispute, rather than foreign 
workers themselves. 

Although trouble at the Lindsey oil refinery 
seems to have died down, the potential for a 
dispute on the Isle of Grain reminds us that 
the underlying problem rumbles on. But it’s 
vital that we resist the attempts of those on 
the far right to use the unrest to stir up 
racism and xenophobia. 

Instead of blaming ‘foreign workers’, we 
should be challenging the rights of multina¬ 
tionals to further undercut local pay rates 
and exploit workers. And it is loopholes in EU 
law that are making this possible. Recent 
European court rulings have seen the Posted 
Workers Directive used to justify paying for¬ 
eign workers the minimum wage only - not 
the going rate for skilled workers in Britain. 

With four other MEPs, I am calling for a 
full revision of the Posted Workers Directive, 
so it focuses on improving workers’ rights at 
home and abroad. 

Let us remember, after all, that 1.5 million 
Britons work in other EU countries and that 
they are entitled to decent wage. It’s clear 
that the original intention of the Posted 
Workers Directive - to provide equal treat¬ 
ment for all workers - is upheld.

Many people will have seen the news that 
KCC is offering a one per cent pay rise to 
staff in the coming financial year.

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tain staff in public bodies. 

It is easy to assume all council staff get this 
kind of treatment. And equally easy to forget 
that for frontline staff such as teaching assis¬ 
tants, highways repair teams, social workers, 
youth workers and library assistants, there is 
a lot of hard work - often in less than ideal 
circumstances - and no ‘gold-plated’ package. 

On top of that, KCC is one of the biggest 
employers in the county. Local businesses 
rely on council staff for custom and there’s a 
risk that if KCC employees are badly affected 
by next year’s pay settlement, others will suf¬ 
fer as a knock-on effect. Kent Labour is try¬ 
ing to get a better picture of how people feel 
about the one per cent offer.

Setting aside the issue that in the current 
economic climate £694 isn’t a small amount 
to most people, trust a Conservative to feel 
able to put a price on compassion.

DOWNSIZING and the drive for 
greener and cheaper motoring is 
turning the small car market into 
a battleground. 

It is also playing into the hands of carmak¬ 
ers that have tended to specialise in smaller 
models, such as Fiat, Daihatsu - bringing out 
a new Charade city car soon - and Suzuki, 
which launches an all-new Alto on March 1. 

The latest Alto will need to be good though, 
as its predecessor was fairly crude and was 
dropped from the UK line-up some two years 
ago - perhaps the Japanese marque hopes 
buyers won’t think too far back. 

The newcomer’s seemingly impossible brief 
is to be dynamically better and higher quality 
while aggressively priced from £6,795. 

The new five-door will be pitched against the 
ageing Perodua Kelisa and Chevrolet Matiz as 
well as the rather more formidable Kia Picanto, 
Fiat Panda, Hyundai ilO and joint venture 
Toyota Aygo/Citroen Cl/Peugeot 107. A Nissan

clone of itself, the Pixo, is due soon too. 

Suzuki has kept prices low by building it in 
India, a factor that may prejudice the car in 
the eyes of consumers who recall the Indian- 
built City Rover - a nail of a car, driven most 
firmly into the coffin of the late Rover group. 

However, recent Suzuki successes like 
the impressive Swift supermini and Splash 
mini-MPV suggest the Alto should hit 
the mark on quality versus price and not jeop¬ 
ardise the Japanese brand’s hard-fought 
revival of recent years. 

The production line is at the long-estab¬ 
lished Maruti Suzuki plant and early reports 


on the car suggest that quality will not be an 
issue in the context of the budget end of the 
UK market. 

However, the car has not put down any 
markers on the economy/emissions front: 
the three-cylinder 67bhp 1.0-litre petrol

Focus on more power 
with revived RS badge 


Classy Fiat tax-beater to 
tempt company drivers 


IT is six years since Ford last 
used the prestigious RS per¬ 
formance car badge - for the 
Mkl Focus RS. 

Belatedly, the car giant has 
created an ultimate second gen¬ 
eration Focus sporting model, 
hopefully adding further lustre 
to the 40-year RS legend. 

The team’s target was a hot 
hatch with poise, power, per¬ 
formance and precision yet offer¬ 
ing value for money. 

The heart of the new RS is a 
305PS (300 bhp) version of the 
five-cylinder 2.5-litre Duratec 
engine already pushing out 


225PS in the erstwhile Focus 
performance champ, the ST. 

But while extra power was a 
priority - achieved mainly by a 
turbocharger upgrade - the 
team wanted to avoid the 
extremes of its predecessor, 
creating a performance car that 
can also deliver everyday com¬ 
forts - an argument we have 
advanced here in many hot 
hatch reviews. 

The RS can hit 62mph in 5.9 
seconds and reach 163mph and 
should embarrass many cars 
twice its price when it goes on 
sale in March for under £25,000. 


OVERSHADOWED by the Fiat 500, 
the Bravo has nevertheless given the 
Italian car group its first credible 
family hatch/Ford Focus class con¬ 
tender for several generations. 

Backed by a five-year/unlimited 
mileage warranty to reassure 
against old-style Fiat reliability 
worries, it has also gained a new 
version to delight company car driv¬ 
ers with more power and perform¬ 
ance, while maintaining impressive 
fuel economy and low tax bills. 

It uses a new 165bhp 2.0-litre 16v 
MultiJet diesel, replacing the current 
1.9 MultiJet and meeting stringent 
Euro V emissions standard; C02 out¬ 
put is just 139g/km, resulting in low 
18 per cent Benefit in Kind tax bills 



for company ‘user choosers’. It will 
still reach 62mph in 8.2 seconds and 
max out at 134mph, while returning 
53.2mpg on the combined cycle.

available from £16,855 and comple¬

SPORTING brand icon Porsche is 
facing up to the recession with a 
raft of new model developments. 

They include a major makeover for junior 
sister models the Boxster roadster and 
Cayman Coupe, the long-awaited diesel 
Cayenne - a much-needed ‘recession-beating’ 
version of the sporting 4x4/SUV - and the 
four-door Panamera. 

We wait until the summer for the Panamera 
and to see how much the global slump is hit¬ 
ting the sort of customer who can afford a 
‘four-up’ GT expected to cost £80,000-100,000. 

The revised Boxster/Cayman is officially out 
next weekend, though the Porsche Centre for 
Kent at Tonbridge is running ride ‘n’ drives 
this weekend and doing the same for the diesel 
Cayenne next weekend - the latter is being 
flagged as “Same spirit, different feel”. 

Centre general sales manager Steve Lay 
told Driving: “No motor brand can escape the 
recession so we are taking the brand on 
the road over the next few weeks. We’ve got 
plenty to say about some exciting new models 
and derivatives and, of course, about the 
brand’s sporting heritage (from 1948).” 

He added that the whole range would also be 
on show for the opening of the new David 
Lloyd fitness centre in Darenth Road, 
Dartford, on Saturday, February 28. 

Changes to the Boxster (from £34,420) and 
Cayman (from £36,100) are typical: largely 
cosmetic on the outside to preserve the origi¬ 
nal design and residual values (and the good¬ 
will of existing customers) while the German 
marque’s relentless advance on the technology 
front is hidden beneath the sporting lines. 

Both cars now have a new ‘PDK’ double¬ 
clutch auto/manual select gearbox (from 
£1,921) as an option, replacing the old 
Tiptronic system, and giving customers an

even better and more fuel-efficient alternative 
to the standard manual shift. 

Brand aficionados will be quick to point out 
that PDK is not a case of Porsche being 
inspired by VW’s DSG double-clutch system, 
but bringing a system to market that Porsche 
first developed for racing 25 years ago. 

Power is also up: the standard Boxster 2.9- 
litre model gains lObhp and 0.2-litres of capaci¬ 
ty while the Boxster S 3lObhp 3.4-litre has 
gained 15bhp through direct fuel injection. 
Cayman equivalents gain even more, in keeping 
with Porsche’s determination to pitch the Coupe 


as an even more sporting product than its sister. 

Despite extra horsepower though, all of the 
engines gain better economy at a time when 
consumption has never been under such scruti¬ 
ny, even by well-heeled Porsche customers. 

Porsche has also tweaked what was already 
an exemplary rear-driven chassis set-up and 
the Cayman now has an optional limited-slip 
differential on the rear axle for extra control - 
a feature omitted originally, say critics, 
because Porsche feared the Cayman would 
steal sales from the brand’s jewel, the 911. 

At the other extreme of the Porsche range, 


visually and dynamically, the diesel Cayenne 
(£40,250) has arrived in the nick of time. 

Not so long ago this large SUV was vying to 
be the brand’s best-seller until its thirst met 
soaring petrol prices and put the boot in. 

The new 240bhp 3.0-litre V6 turbodiesel 
engine - courtesy of Audi - means that there 
is now a Cayenne capable of averaging around 
30mpg, though emissions still place it in the 
maximum £400/year road tax bracket.

IT MIGHT share its name with a 
well-known starship, but Chrysler’s 
latest Voyager MPV line-up is no 
eye candy for Trekkies. 

For the boxy next generation model has 
retained the awesome people carrying ability 
of its forbears yet lost the fluidity that coated 
the practicality of earlier models. 

Nevertheless, it remains the consummate 
family ‘and stuff on-road holdall, especially in 
bigger Grand Voyager format with its stan¬ 
dard fit Stow ‘n’ Go capability. 

This stroke of genius arrived in 2005 and 
rivals have been scrabbling to catch-up ever 
since. Stow ‘n’ Go addresses the big weakness 
of people carriers: where does the luggage go 
when carrying a lull complement of passengers? 

Chrysler’s answer was simple: stow the 
seats in the floor when not needed and fill the 
empty space with luggage when they’re not. 

The second-row underfloor lockers make a 
huge difference to the car’s flexibility and an 
ideal place to stash wine, beer, cheese and all 
the other extras from a day in France - as I’ve 
proved before. 

Such practicality also brought the big MPV 
to the attention of the courtesy vehicle/taxi/cor¬ 
porate bus sector - people who work their vehi¬ 
cles hard. This big spaceship also makes an 
awesome van when all rear seats are ‘stowed’. 

Another huge boost to the Voyager series’ 
popularity came with the arrival of diesel 
options, though the profligate and ecologically 
challenged may still buy a 190bhp V6 petrol

version that will hit 60mph in 12 seconds at 
the cost of rarely returning more than 20mpg. 

In that context, our 161bhp 2.8CRD diesel 
test model becomes something of a no-brainer 
with extra pulling power at the bottom end - 
where you need it for a car likely to carry 
seven plus baggage - comparable acceleration 
and 50 per cent better fuel consumption. 

Mind you, both engines could do with fet¬ 
tling on the emissions front - neither escapes 
the maximum £400 road tax under current 
tariffs - but this will surely be addressed soon. 



In the meantime, the big Chrysler can be 
guaranteed to make friends. 

Our young son and his mates adored the car 
and its ‘electric eveiything’ list of goodies such 
as powered sliding rear doors and tailgate - 
features that saw it dubbed ‘Thunderbird 6’ in 
our household. 

The list of standard fixtures and options are 
impressive, such as a Rear Entertainment 
Pack (£2,000) including almost obligatory 
DVD screens for the rear seats - guaranteed 
to defer any “Are we there yet?” moments. 

On the driving front there is less to excite. 
Auto selection on the steering column seems 
archaic, but it does away with a floor-mounted 
selector and allows easy movement from front 
to back, while the six-speed Idox is smooth 
under duress. 


Besides, this is a big vehicle with a chassis 
set up for comfort even when fully laden; hack¬ 
ing up and down the ‘box and round the bends, 
really shouldn’t be expected as part of the car’s 
formidable list of abilities. 

The airy interior is well arranged for all 
passengers, with plenty of head and legroom, 
storage and extra heating and ventilation con¬ 
trols for those in the back and I was also 
impressed by improved cabin fit and finish. 

It remains a general weakness of the 
Chrysler brands - also including Dodge and 
Jeep - that they have not yet caught up to the 
customer expectations of the more demanding 
British and European markets. 

However, they are aware of the deficiency 
and there is evidence of improvement. We also

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Our SMEs are being hammered 


ONE in four Kent B2B - business 
to business - small and medium¬ 
sized enterprises are facing closure 
because of the recession, writes 
Tony Patey. 

This is harsh news because SMEs make up 
most of the firms in the county. Business serv¬ 
ices companies are being hammered by the 
economic downturn, with many reporting 
incomes down by 20 per cent or more in the 
last three months of last year. 

If this trend continues, one in four will run 
out of cash within three months and be forced 
to cease trading, according to research pub¬ 
lished by SavingYourBusiness.co.uk a busi¬ 
ness turnaround consultancy. 

The survey, which polled 250 SME business 


service providers across the South East 
throughout January and covered a range of 
sectors, found a wide variance of trading expe¬ 
rience - from resigned hope to outright panic. 
The following statistics emerged: 

• 24 per cent will run out of cash within the 
next three months; 

• 11 per cent have already started to investi¬ 
gate exit strategies; 

• 74 per cent are having significant difficulty 
getting paid by customers; 

• 65 per cent are not currently trading prof¬ 
itably month-by-month; 

• 58 per cent are having problems obtaining 
support from banks; 

• 45 per cent have laid off staff or are consid¬ 
ering doing so. 

Although companies enjoying high percent¬ 
ages of income from the public sector are still 


reasonably confident, those mainly serving the 
private business sector, particularly in IT serv¬ 
ices, recruitment and management consultan¬ 
cy, report that business has fallen off a cliff. 

Although the National Business Survey 
results released in Januaiy suggest that Kent 
and the South East is better placed to with¬ 
stand the downturn, the feeling on the ground 
contradicts this, said SavingYourBusiness.co.uk 
managing partner Peter Smith. 

He said: “Partly this is because the NBS cov¬ 
ers the whole country, but mostly due to the 
region’s disproportionate dependency on busi¬ 
ness services, which account for over half of 
the region’s GDP. 

“Small-business owners are particularly vul¬ 
nerable and companies with less than five 
employees account for nearly half the organi¬ 
sations in the sector. As the recession has 


deepened, big business sectors such as proper¬ 
ty, finance, travel and manufacturing have 
slashed their budgets for external services and 
providers are being hammered. 

“For many of these organisations profit lev¬ 
els were not high to start with, so a reduction 
of as little as 15 per cent in client revenue can 
turn them into instant loss-makers.” 

Another key finding is that more than two- 
thirds of companies are struggling to pay their 
bills because customers are stretching credit 
terms way beyond those agreed. 

The end of January was particularly crip¬ 
pling as both income tax and VAT payments 
were due, and many companies just didn’t 
have the cash to pay, said Mr Smith. 

“So they have a double whammy of reduced 
income and big outgoings. Many are hanging 
on by the skin of their teeth.” 


‘Honesty is the best policy’ 


FRAUD is on the increase as firms and individuals 
take what they think is a quick and easy route in 
the economic downturn - meaning transparency is 
even more essential to keep a good name. 

Showing that everything is above board and 
legal, especially with the tax year end approaching, 
is more important than ever for company directors 
or they risk breaking the law. With credit still hard 
to come by from the banks, many companies may be 
uncertain of getting continuing financial support. 

But this may have personal consequences for 
directors, who should disclose any uncertainties 
which could affect their business’s status as a going 
concern, says Kent accountancy firm Horwath 
Clark Whitehill. 

It is expected there will be a significant rise in 
annual reports published this year containing dis¬ 
closures relating to liquidity and going-concern 
issues. Mark Anderson, a partner with the firm, 
which has offices in Tunbridge Wells and 


Maidstone, said: “It is very important that company 
directors are honest and open when writing the dis¬ 
closures to be contained in annual reports. 

‘With pressures caused by the credit crunch it 
can be tempting to avoid difficult issues. However, 
by not being open to major stakeholders including 
creditors, shareholders and staff, directors could 
ultimately face personal liability claims. 

“Disclosing uncertainties in an annual report 
does not mean the end of a business or a change in 
its going concern status, although directors will 
undoubtedly feel they are treading a fine line 
between fulfilling statutory duties and their need to 
protect the ability of the company to continue to 
secure credit from banks and suppliers. Trading is 
being done in much tougher economic circum¬ 


stances but stakeholders are entitled to informa¬ 
tion to help them to understand the financial stand¬ 
ing of a company, and they will undoubtedly take 
these outside factors into consideration.” 

If a business is forced into administration or liq¬ 
uidation, directors must demonstrate they have 
taken reasonable steps to prevent such an event 
and to protect creditors. 

Despite the fact that many necessary protection 
measures put in place by directors will take place in 
the privacy of the boardroom, failure to fully dis¬ 
close them in the financial statements could lead to 
claims of wrongful or even fraudulent trading. 

Mr Anderson said: “Honesty is undoubtedly the 
best policy and companies need to communicate 
clearly.”

BUSINESSFORKENT today presents an exclusive progress report about companies in the region 
which are listed on the London Stock Exchange’s Alternative Investment Market, which allows 
smaller companies to float their shares. Called the Southern Region AIM Barometer it will be brought 
to you every three months, and is compiled by accountants and business advisors BDO Stoy 
Hayward and the University of Surrey. The objective is to help readers find out about the various 
types of local businesses that are on AIM - and how the wider economic situation is affecting them - 
what makes a successful AIM company and when is the right time for a firm to consider an AIM 
listing. There are about 90 AIM-listed companies in the southern region. 


THERE’S been a sea of gloom on AIM - as 
with other share markets - but Kent tech¬ 
nology firms have provided some bright 
spots. 

In line with the national trend, most county-based com¬ 
panies on the market showed falls in value, either during 
the last 12 months or during the last quarter ending 
December 31. But some notable exceptions bucked the 
trend - or suffered relatively less - especially in the tech¬ 
nology sector. These include Maidstone-based System C 
Healthcare, Synchronica in Tunbridge Wells, and 
Sevenoaks-based Supercart. System C Healthcare, an IT 
company that specialises in clinical information systems, 
showed a 45 per cent increase in its value over the last 12 
months, with a 1.4 per cent increase in its value over the 
last quarter. 

Meantime, Synchronica, operating extensively in 
mobile communications, lost 27.5 per cent over the year 
but showed positive signs of recovery in the last quarter. 
Its share price index increased by 31.8 per cent during 
the last quarter, after winning new contracts in some 
emerging markets. As the pound weakens, the future 
looks good for exporting technology companies competing 
for contracts abroad. 

Healthcare technology firm VivoMedica, based at 
Sittingboume’s Kent Science Park, lost 27.5 per cent over 
the year but on the last quarter rocketed ahead by 33 per 
cent. Supercart manufactures and distributes plastic 
products including supermarket trolleys and hand bas-

kets. Its shares did not generate any gains either in the 
last quarter or over the year, but it did not fall as much 
compared with the other companies. 

David Eagle, partner at BDO Stoy Hayward’s Southern 
offices, said: “In this period of market turmoil, there is not 
much consistency in the pricing of individual companies. 

Much of the recent falls in share price have little to do 
with the performance or prospects of many AIM firms in 
the region. Companies will find it frustrating to announce 
good results in spite of market conditions only to see 
either no movement in value or even negative reaction 
driven by unduly optimistic expectations.” The Southern

region AIM Barometer has continued to fall 
since May, 2008. In line with AIM stocks 
nationally, the Southern region index has fall¬ 
en by over 60 per cent from its initial value in 
December, 2007. The loss in value has occurred 
largely during the second half of the year, as 
market uncertainties following the credit 
crunch increased. Dr Sam Agyei-Ampomah, 
senior finance lecturer at the University of 
Surrey, said: “Many of the companies in the 
Southern region are struggling to hold onto 
their value. At the beginning of 2008, 53 per 
cent of the companies had market capitalisa¬ 
tion in excess of £10 million but by the end of 



the year this figure fell to 31 per cent. Should 
this trend continue, more companies are likely 


to leave the market. However, AIM companies 
in the region performed marginally better in 
the last quarter than AIM stocks nationally. 

“This is largely due to the relatively better 
performance of the oil and gas and technology 
sectors. The impact of the general economic 
decline on the various industrial sectors in the 
region is varied. 

“ The financial sector companies, which con¬ 
tribute over 33 per cent of the Southern 
Barometer value, lost over 62 per cent of their 
value off the back of growing concerns over ris¬ 
ing bad debts and write-offs. 

“Companies in the basic resources and con¬ 
sumer goods sectors have suffered most.”

After years of growth, group

£0.75 million. This stagnation 
reflects reduced client confi¬ 
dence overall. 

Chief executive officer Stephen 
King said: “The board is satisfied 
that revenue is being maintained 
at broadly the same level as last 


year. However, increased admin¬ 
istrative costs in areas such as 
salaries, transport and utilities 
indicates a reduction in pre-tax 
profits and we don’t feel this is 
the time to try and recover the 
shortfall through higher fees.” 

A diverse client portfolio leaves 
it better placed than many com¬ 
petitors. There are no borrow¬ 
ings and net cash in the hank. 

It expects “that having our 
base in Kent may insulate us a 
little from the worst of the down¬ 
turn, due to the relative afflu¬ 
ence of the area”. 


Taking stock of the ISA season 


USUALLY in February, financial 
advisers begin to take calls from 
clients who wish to put money into 
ISA savings before the end of the 
tax year on April 5. 

Clients invariably choose their 
own cash ISAs from the best rates 
available on the high street but talk 
to their adviser on which stocks 
and shares ISAs to consider. After 
2008, which was possibly the worst 
year for investments that many 
have experienced, it remains to be 
seen whether people will be keen to 
invest. 

There are conflicting schools of 
thought on the cash versus stocks 
and shares conundrum for private 
investors. 

Firstly, many may think that as 
rates for cash deposits are so low at 
the moment they may need to con-

sider a stocks and shares ISA for 
the higher growth and income 
prospects it offers. Also as global 
stock markets are so low, this could 
be the best share-buying opportuni¬ 
ty for a generation. 

However, many investors having 
witnessed the incredible volatility 
and unprecedented events during 
the past year, will still remain too 
wary of stocks and shares and opt 
for cash, despite rates being poten¬ 


tially lower than inflation. 

If you cannot tie up your money 
for at least five years, and hate the 
thought of the value fluctuating, 
then cash is probably still the best 
place for your money. Look at 
National Savings Certificates in 
addition to ISAs. 

If you can afford to put some 
money away for the long term, say 
five to 10 years plus, then stocks 
and shares could be a good bet. 
There is no guarantee that markets 
may not fall another few per cent 
over the next couple of years as the 
world battles recession. There is 
also no guarantee that the recovery, 
when it happens, will be a rapid 
one. 

But gains over the next 10 to 15 
years could be significant for those 
brave enough to commit.

Why compromise 
on your rights? 

Redundant staff should seek expert advice 


A COMPLETELY legal way 
of employers getting work¬ 
ers to sign away the right to 
take them to an employ¬ 
ment tribunal is being used 
more as firms are hit by the 
recession. 

Redundancies are headline news 
every day and companies are trying 
to safeguard against tribunal claims 
by using what are called compromise 
agreements. 

They are legally binding agree¬ 
ments following the termination of 
employment and usually provide for 
a severance payment in return for 
the employee agreeing not to pursue 
any claim in a tribunal. 

Joanna Worby, partner and head of 
employment and HR services at law 
firm Brachers, said: “As a conse¬ 
quence of the rapidly deteriorating 
economic climate many employees 
across Kent are being offered these 
agreements by their employers. 

“Sometimes employers also insert 
clauses to restrain employees from 
working with others or from disclos¬ 
ing confidential information.” 

However, an employee must have 
the agreement explained by an inde¬ 
pendent solicitor before it becomes 
binding. The solicitor giving the 
advice must even sign the agreement 
and certify that the appropriate 
advice has been given. 

According to industry insiders, they 
have been initiated mainly by 
employers who want to prevent

employees complaining to a tribunal 
after they have been made redun¬ 
dant. If an employer doesn’t comply 
with the law in making redundancies 
- perhaps through failing to consult 
properly or failing to use fair selec¬ 
tion criteria - an employee can com¬ 
plain to a tribunal that the redun¬ 
dancy was unfair. 

This can be done after the redun¬ 
dancy and could result in an award of 
compensation or even reinstatement. 

However, although there is no legal 
or other obligation on an employee to 
sign an agreement, refusing to sign 
means the employee is free to make a 
claim to the employment tribunal. 

This could mean the employer 
might refuse to pay the full redun¬ 
dancy package and will instead pay 
the minimum state entitlement. So 
the employee has to decide if a com¬ 
plaint to a tribunal or other legal 
action is likely to compensate for 
what may have lost by refusing to 
sign. 

Ms Worby said: “Compromise 
agreements have been available and 
permitted by the law for many years. 
They are not a new development. 

“The trade unions have no objec¬ 
tions. The employee’s interests are 
protected because the employee has 
to seek advice from a qualified 
lawyer for the compromise agree¬ 
ment to be enforceable at all. 

“This advice must be from a quali¬ 
fied solicitor and most reasonable 


employers usually pay for, or at least 
make a contribution towards, the 
employee’s legal fees. It is crucial 
that advice is sought from an experi¬ 
enced employment solicitor. 

‘Why would an employer want an 
employee to sign? This is more likely 
than not because they have not 
been able to comply fully with the 
legal requirements to terminate 
employment.”

Settle that tax bill now 


PEOPLE who failed to meet the January 31 
deadline for payment of outstanding tax 
face escalating penalties if 
they do not settle up as soon 
as possible. 

Steve Carpenter (pictured 
right), tax manager at 
Maidstone-based DSH 
accountants and business 
advisors, said: “If, for whatev¬ 
er reason, you haven’t man¬ 
aged to file your return or 
make your self-assessment 
tax payment by the deadline 
you should rectify this. 

“Anyone who missed the fil¬ 
ing deadline will be subject to 
an automatic £100 fine and 
interest will be charged on 
any outstanding tax. 

“To avoid further penalties, action should 
be taken as soon as possible. Interest will be 



charged on the outstanding amount at a rate 
of 4.5 per cent per annum until the liability is 
cleared.” 

If the debt has still not been 
cleared by February 28 then a 
five per cent surcharge will 
apply, with a further five per 
cent charge if the balance is 
still outstanding on July 31. 

He added: “HM Revenue 
and Customs has said that 
extra time may be given to 
taxpayers who are genuinely 
unable to pay the amount 
owed. Although interest will 
continue to be charged until 
the tax is paid, the surcharges 
will not be levied provided you 
have proposed a payment 
schedule to the Revenue. 

“But once the surcharges have been levied, 
it is too late to have them cancelled.”

GOLF fans will be able to watch 
future stars of the sport for free 
this summer when the PGA 
EuroPro Tour comes to Prince’s 
Golf Club in Sandwich. 

The renowned club, one of only 14 to host 
The Open Championship, has agreed to host 
the three-day tournament in June after 
being approached by the PGA. 

Situated below the elite European Tour, 
the EuroPro Tour is designed as a stepping 
stone to help developing players make the 
transition to top level competition. Recent 
players to graduate from the circuit include 
Graeme Storm and Zane Scotland. 

Bill Howie, general manager/director at 
Prince’s Leisure Group, believes these 
events are vital to cultivate young talent. 

He said: “In years to come some of the play¬ 
ers are going to be established household 


names; the Nick Faldos or Ian Woosnams of 
the future and they need to cut their teeth in 
events like this. 

“It’s great experience for a lot of the young 
pros who have never played here before. 
Like all links courses it’s exposed to the 
weather and hopefully we’ll get some strong 
winds on one of the days.” 

While Prince’s one and only Open 
Championship was back in 1932, the club is 
used to holding important tournaments. It 
regularly stages final qualifying for The 
Open and in 2006 co-hosted the British 
Amateur Championships with nearby Royal 
St George’s. 

At almost 7,300 yards it is one of the 
longest links courses in the country and 
even if the weather is benign it should prove 
tough to master. 

Danny Nickless, operations manager of 
the Tour, said: “Prince’s Golf Club is one of 
the most challenging venues in British golf 
and we’re delighted the Tour will return 
there this summer.” 

The EuroPro tournament, which begins on 


June 9, will be free for the public to enter 
and will be covered by Sky TV. 

The announcement is the latest in a series 
of good news stories for golf fans in the 
county. It will come less than a fortnight 
after the London Club, near Brands Hatch, 
holds the European Open for the second 
successive year. 

In 2011 the biggest tournament of all 
returns to Kent as Royal St George’s hosts 
The Open Championship. 

Kent amateur golfers Matt Haines and 
Tom Sherreard finished tied 52nd and 59th 
respectively at the Jones Cup last week. 

Sherreard from Maidstone and Haines 
from Medway performed well in a field of 90 
at Georgia’s Ocean Forest Golf Club in 
America. 

Both are now included in the provisional 
Great Britain and Ireland Walker Cup 
squad, with the final squad of 10 to be 
announced in August.

How boredom spurred Gills captain to 
remarkable recovery from pneumonia

BARRY Fuller has put his 
rapid return to fitness after 
developing pneumonia down 
to his hatred of spending time 
in the treatment room. 

The Gillingham skipper shocked both 
doctors and the club’s management by 
recovering in time to be included in the 
first-team squad for yesterday’s game 
at Rotherham United. 

It came less than five weeks after 
being rushed into hospital with severe 
bacterial pneumonia, which left him 
unable to breathe unaided for four days. 

All professional athletes dread injuries 
which deprive them of their raison 
d’etre, but Fuller has pushed himself 
hard to regain his fitness weeks ahead of 
schedule. 

“I hate being injured,” he said. “I hate 
sitting in the physio room not being able 


to do anything. I’m never really in there 
that long if possible. 

“It’s a lonely place, there’s normally 
only one or two players in there at a time 
and sometimes the other one could be 
doing more physical stuff so you could be 
just sitting on the bed on your own for six 
or seven hours a day. 

“I’m one of those people who wants 
to be out there with all the lads. I 
think that’s what hurt the most about 
being in hospital and not being able to 
get out of bed.” 

Pneumonia, which infected a third of 
his lungs, is rare in someone so young 
and the full-back admits it was a huge 
shock when doctors diagnosed the illness. 

Fuller’s biggest problem was regain¬ 
ing the lOlbs in body weight he lost dur¬ 
ing his one-week stay in hospital. Even 
when he was discharged he was still 
unable to do much more than sit around 
at home. 

He said: “The first week after I left 
hospital I wasn’t allowed to do anything, 
even go out of the house. They just want- 
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ed me to be in my own surroundings and 
take my antibiotics. After that when I 
started coming into training I literally 
didn’t do anything, just little jogs.” 

On his return to training a fortnight 
ago even the most optimistic forecasts 
put his return at early March, but hard 
work in the gym has seen Fuller make a 
remarkable recovery. 

He said: “The consultants said when I 
was discharged that my body was still 
going to be weak and it’s down to how I 
feel. I did a good hard session with the 
fitness coach last Saturday, I felt fine 
from that and maybe he told the gaffer I 
looked all right. 

“I don’t think I’ll prepare any differently, 
in my head I may worry a bit about it but 
I was told by the consult¬ 
ants no relapse would 
happen. I feel ready.”

I’m really sorry for Alex, 
who is a talented young rider with 
whom I hope to again be able to work 
with in the future.” 

With motorsport being hit hard 
during the economic crisis, Sheppey 
rider and reigning British Superbike 
champion Byrne, has confirmed he 
will not be affected by the cut backs 
at the team. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “As far as 
I am aware I will be competing in 
every round. I think the problem is 
Alex has had one of his major 
sponsors pull out which is a shame. 

“The sponsor funds most of his ride 


and with the economic crisis that has 
hit his sponsors, I think the team are 
hoping to have him compete at 
the first European round of the 
championship.” 

After topping the time sheets at 
an official test at Portimao last 
month, Byrne is eager to begin his 
first season in the World Superbike 
Championship. 


With the opening round at Phillip 
Island in Australia on March 1, Byrne 
faces the challenge of learning a 
brand new circuit during the race 
weekend.

B Y THE time you read this 
I will be in Australia 
preparing myself for what 
is undoubtedly the biggest 
year of my cricket career. 

I arrived on Tuesday ahead of some of the 
other England squad members and manage¬ 
ment to get myself acclimatised and I have 
also managed to get myself two games for 
Gordon District Women’s Cricket Club who 
play grade cricket in Sydney, so that should 
help me before the really serious stuff starts. 

As I have said before, this is without doubt 
the biggest year in all of our careers, with 
the ICC Women’s World Cup starting on 
March 7, followed by the Ashes and then 
the showpiece ICC Women’s Twenty20 in 
England later this summer. 

T hey are the three biggest events in 
world cricket and I’m so lucky to be 
playing for this England team in such 
high-profile competitions. Since the ICC took 
over the women’s game, it has gone from 
strength to strength and I am loving every 
minute of playing for my country. 

We have got about six or seven girls in 
Sydney playing club cricket, so they should 
be ready to hit the ground running and I 
know we are all ready and hungry to get 
going. The problem is we haven’t played 
together as a team since September last

year, so whether the training we have been 
doing in between is good enough, I don’t 
know. What I do know is that we’ll be fresh 
and ready for the challenge and there will be 


an opportunity to play and train together in 
the weeks before the World Cup starts. 

Before I left for Australia, I worked really 
hard on my fitness, lost some weight and I 
feel the fittest I have ever been. 

It’s been a hard slog, especially with the 
wintry conditions in England, but as I have 
said to the players, as long as you have put in 
everything you have into preparation for this 
year, you can have no regrets. 

W e start our preparations with a game 
against New South Wales on Friday, 
Februaiy 27 before two tough games 
against Australia and West Indies at the 
beginning of March. These are good games to 
play in and even if we lose them all, it will be 
exactly the type of challenge we need ahead of 
the tournament. 

There is real pressure on us eveiy game to 
produce the goods, especially against the top 
teams such as Australia and New Zealand. 
They, in my view, are the favourites, but we 
have beaten them both in the last year and we 
go into the tournament with a huge amount of 
confidence. There is a belief that on our day we 
can beat anybody and I honestly believe, going 
into my fourth World Cup with England, that 
we have a stronger squad than last year. 

For us, it’s just important to play our best 
cricket, and the players will be given every 
opportunity to do just that as we have fan¬ 
tastic support staff. 

I have a great relationship with our coach, 
Mark Lane, and we have a good team work¬ 
ing with us. I think it’s important that we 
each challenge each other as ultimately 
that helps bring out the best in the team. 

Our immediate focus is the World Cup and 
I, for one, can’t wait.

KENT’S newest batting prodigy is hoping to 
emulate Joe Denly’s meteoric rise to promi¬ 
nence by grabbing an opportunity this summer 
with both hands. 

Sam Northeast, from Ashford, is in line for a 
place in the County Championship side this 
season after spending several years at the club 
and having progressed, like Denly, through 
Kent’s Academy. 

His first and only appearance for Kent was in 
the final game of the 2007 season against 
Durham at the St Lawrence Ground where he 
made scores of 5 and 0. 

The former Harrow schoolboy admitted he 
wasn’t ready for first class cricket at that stage 
of his career, but that experience, coupled with 
featuring prominently for England under-19s 
for the past two years, should see him in good 
stead. 

“Back then I don’t think I was ready if I’m 
being really honest,” he said. “I felt the poten¬ 
tial was there, but against Durham, who are 
one of the best teams in the country and 
against their attack, I don’t think I was ready. 


Now I feel I am at the stage to be able to deal 
with it. Looking back, that experience really 
showed me where I needed to be and after that 
game I knew I wasn’t there. 

“This year I feel my game is at that stage. 
Technically you have to sharpen up and you 
have to prepare to play at the top level and I 
won’t know if I’m ready until I get my shot, but 
if it comes this year I have got to take it and 
learn from it.” 

Northeast returned from England under-19 
duty last week after having been the country’s 
most consistent batsman, with three half cen¬ 
turies in five One-Day Internationals against 
South Africa and having had the privilege of 
captaining the side in a friendly. 

The 19-year-old is just happy to be back play¬ 
ing cricket full-time, having spent the majority 
of his time studying at Harrow. 

He said: “The cricket went well and my 
preparation was good. This year I have had the 
luxury of time to train rather than school and 
all the outside worries that brings. 

“It’s been nice to get down to cricket and luck¬ 
ily it went quite well. I went there with the aim 
of expressing myself to see if I could take my 
game on to the next level. My game is improv¬ 
ing and I feel my preparation ahead of a new 
season is good.” 


Kent have made no bones that the financial 
crisis has hit them hard and they are looking 
to invest in young players from within the 
county. Skipper Rob Key has indicated young 
players such as Northeast will get a run of 
games this summer, but it’s up to them to make 
the most of that chance. 

Northeast, who has moved from Sandwich 
Cricket Club to Gore Court in order to contin¬ 
ue playing Kent Premier League cricket, is 
aware of the chance he has and intends to grab 
it with both hands. 

“This year, if I get my opportunity, I have to 
make it stick,” he said. “It’s a big opportunity 
and there’s still work to be done but I am enjoy¬ 
ing playing all the time. 

“I have been told there will be opportunities 
and to go out and take it and not play with any 
fear. There might be times when I play a cou¬ 
ple of games and then miss out on a few, but it’s 
up to me to not get down about that. 

“I’m looking forward to testing myself and 
batting with people like Rob Key, Joe Denly 
and Martin van Jaarsveld, that can only 
improve my game. 

“If I could do what [Joe Denly] has done in 
going from the Academy to the first team and 
then being in the Lions side, then that’s obvi¬ 
ously something I would like to do.” 























Ref to be quizzed on alleged ‘p layer 
asked me for yellow card’ remarks

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THE HEAD of football in Kent 
has backed top Premier League 
referee Steve Bennett after he 
was involved in a tabloid news¬ 
paper 'sting/ 

Bennett, from Orpington, was secretly 
taped by an undercover reporter after a 
UEFA conference for referees in Spain 
last week. 

The 48-year-old, who has been refereeing 
at the top level of the game since 1999, 
allegedly revealed that top Premier League 
players intentionally got themselves booked 
in order to miss games over Christmas. 

The Kent referee explained how some 
professional players have entered the 
match officials room before a game and 
asked him to award them a yellow card so 
they could miss out on a game they didn’t 
want to play in. 

It’s claimed he said to the reporter: “He’s 
come in the dresser beforehand ... he came 
into the dressing room on my mother’s life 
and said I need one more yellow card. So I 
gave him a yellow card and, ‘No, no, no, no,’ 
he says, ‘On the pitch’. It’s up to you. 

“They [players] go straight through a bloke 
to get a yellow card so that they don’t have to 
play over Christmas ... all I’m saying is the 
foreign players probably do it more because 
they are never used to playing games over 
the Christmas period. All over Europe, there 
is a three-week, four-week gap.” 

Bennett is expected to explain his com¬ 
ments to the Premier League but it’s 
thought he’s unlikely face any major penal¬ 
ties. He is due to step down as a Premier 
League referee at the end of the season 
after reaching the mandatory retirement 
age, in a career that included the first FA 
Cup final at the new Wembley in 2007. 

Barry Bright, vice-chairman of the

Football Association and Kent FA chair¬ 
man, told Kent on Sunday he hopes Bennett 
continues to represent the county as a refer¬ 
ee and gets a chance to further his career as 
a referees’ boss in the future. 

He said: “I have eveiy confidence in Steve 
Bennett and always have had, he has done a 
lot for the game in the county He has 
inspired a lot of young football referees and I 
see no reason why this should not continue. 

“Steve Bennett has come through Kent 
football and has been associated with the 
game in Kent in refereeing terms for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

“He has attended a number of events for 
the Kent Football Association and we hope 
that he will very much continue in our activ¬ 
ities in the years to come.” 

Bennett, who was not down on a list of 
referees to officiate in any of this weekend’s 
eight FA Cup fifth-round games, declined to 
comment when contacted by KoS.

Kent sweat on 
van Jaarsveld 
injury update

KENT will be forced to radically change 
their overseas target if star batsman Martin 
van Jaarsveld is ruled out for the majority of 
the summer with a dislocated shoulder, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

Van Jaarsveld, 34, was playing in a game 
for his South African state side Titans against 
the Eagles on Friday when during the Eagles 
innings, he dived for a ball while fielding and 
dislocated his shoulder. 

The South African has had two opinions on 
his shoulder with two dramatically different 
results. Kent are now waiting for a final third 
specialist to give his prognosis by Monday. 

Kent coach Graham Ford, speaking from 
South Africa, told Kent on Sunday the news 
hasn’t been good so far but is holding out hope 
van Jaarsveld will start the season. 

“I spoke to him a couple of times but we are 
still unsure as to what the situation is,” he said. 
“He was assessed on Friday and we are hop¬ 
ing to get some more information on Monday. 

“We have had two opinions; one was not 
good news but the other was much better. 
You only have to look at his record to see how 
important he is to our set-up.” 

The injury usually requires surgery to put 
right and players are out for a minimum of six 
weeks and potentially several months, which 
could mean Kent’s vice-captain misses the 
start of this summer. 

KoS exclusively revealed the club were 
looking at the possibility of bringing in two 
overseas bowlers to share the 2009 season, 
but Ford said the club’s management have 
begun preparing for the worst. 

He said: “The next few days are crucial. We 
have thought of possibilities but hopefully it 
won’t come to that. 

“He is a major part of our batting line-up 
and without him we would have to think 
about maybe a batter as an overseas signing 
but there is no decision on that as yet. 

“We will have our fingers and toes crossed 
that he is okay.” 
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
